NOTE. — Stationery  for  other  officers  not  receiving  fees  is  also  paid  from  this 
fund,  but  does  not  appear  above,  as  the  table  is  a  statement  of  the  fees  and  expenses 
of  the  fee  officers  only.  The  Tax  Collector's  fees  actually  earned  on  State  taxes 
only  appear,  no  account  or  collection  being  made  of  nominal  fees  on  City  and 
County  taxes.  A  large  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the  Sheriff's  office  is  incur- 
red in  the  criminal  department,  hence  the  disproportion  of  fees  and  expenses.

REMARKS  ON  REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  not  being  included,  the  above 
table  exhibits  only  the  revenues  collected  during  the  year,  and  the  expenses  paid. 

A  surplus  was  brought  forward  which  provided  for  the  deficiency  of  revenues, 
and  taxes  were  reduced  in  consequence.  The  surplus  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the 
Street  Department  Fund,  results  from  the  non  use  of  the  fund  for  repairs  of  streets 
which  have  been  put  in  order  by  the  property  owners  and  then  accepted  by  the  city, 
but  few  repairs  on  such  streets  being  as  yet  required.  The  surplus  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Debt  Fund,  Sinking  Fund — Fire  Bonds  and  Interest  Tax  Account,  Railroad 
Bonds,  exists  partially  from  the  necessary  provision  made  for  Coupons  due  July  1, 
1864,  and  for  the  reason  that  Bonds  have  not  been  offered  for  redemption.  The 
deficiency  in  the  Street  Light  Fund  is  by  law  payable  from  the  General  Fund,  no 
surplus  of  the  former  having  been  brought  forward  last  year. 
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The  receipts  of  the  Special  Fee  and  Pound  Fee  Fund  and  amounts  received  from 
State  are  deducted  from  expenditures  and  form  no  part  of  the  statement  of 
revenues. 

The  expenditures  are  for  sums  audited  during  the  year  whether  paid  or  not. 

The  surplus  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  June  30,  1864,  do  not  appear  in 
the  table.  The  Sinking  Funds  being  annually  provided  by  law  for  redemption  of 
Bonds,  can  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  and  must  necessarily  increase  from  year  to 
year  when  Bonds  are  not  presented  for  redemption,  and  the  aggregate  money  in 
the  Treasury  may  thence  appear  as  a  surplus,  when  none  really  exists.  The  out- 
standing demands  at  the  close  of  the  year  should  also  be  deducted  from  the  surplus.

EXPLANATORY  REMARKS  ON  SUSPENDED  COLLECTIONS. 

Mortgages — In  anticipation  of  further  legislation  in  reference 
to  the  taxation  of  Mortgages,  the  City  Attorney  deferred  action 
in  the  case  of  Guy  vs.  Washburn,  a  test  case  in  reference  to 
taxes  on  Mortgages  for  the  last  previous  year.  Failing  to  obtain 
the  desired  legislation,  and  there  being  some  questions  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  assessments  of  that  year,  which  do  not  apply  to 
the  assessments  of  the  present  year,  I  was  advised  both  by  the 
City  Attorney  and  Attorney  General  to  institute  a  suit  for  taxes 
due  on  Mortgages  for  the  present  year,  with  the  view  of  obtain- 
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ing  a  judicial  decision  on  the  constitutionality  and  legality  of 
taxation  on  Mortgages. 

I  have  therefore  commenced  suit  against  L.  E.  Ritter,  for 
taxes  assessed  on  "  Money  loaned,  secured  by  Mortgages,"  of 
the  value  of  $116,090.  The  attorneys  for  parties  most 
largely  interested  in  taxation  on  this  species  of  property,  have 
joined  in  this  as  a  test  case,  and  some  of  the  most  eminent 
counsel  of  the  city  are  engaged  in  the  defense.  The  case  for 
the  City  is  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Attorney,  who  will, 
doubtless,  press  it  to  a  speedy  conclusion.  The  aggregate 
amount  involved  is, —

The  other  cases  of  suspended  collections  above  stated,  I  have, 
in  conformity  with  the  Statutes  in  such  cases  made  and  pro- 
vided, placed  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Attorney  for  suit, 
and  have  used  all  possible  exertion  to  facilitate  and  expedite 
proceedings  in  relation  thereto. 

The  total  amount  involved  in  tax  suits,  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  City  and  the  District  Attorneys  is  $679,058  07. 

All  suits  commenced  during  my  term  of  office  which  have 
been  determined  in  the  Supreme  Court,  have  been  decided  in 
favor  of  the  City  ;  the  most  important,  that  of  Gluy  vs.  Wash- 
burn,  commenced  in  1861,  for  money  paid  under  protest, 
amounting  to  $10,570  65,  was  recently  decided,  and  the  money 
has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury.

In  the  foregoing  statement  of  Office  Receipts,  I  have  included 
the  City's  portion  of  the  5  per  centage  collected  from 
delinquents,  as  the  amount  is  paid  into  the  Treasury  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City  and  County,  constituting  a  portion  of  the 
Revenues  from  which  the  Expenses  of  the  office  are  defrayed. 

The  State's  portion  of  this  percentage  amounts  to  $6,262  80. 

All  expenses  of  collecting  the  State  and  Military  Poll  Taxes, 
are  paid  out  of  the  Commissions  on  Collections,  allowed  by  the 
State. 

DELINQUENT  TAXES. 

There  is,  of  the  taxes  of  1856-7,  1857-8  and  1858-9,  a  very 
considerable  amount  yet  remaining  delinquent ;  portions  are 
from  time  to  time  being  paid  as  the  property  is  sold,  and  in 
this  manner  very  nearly  the  entire  amount  delinquent  upon 
Real  Estate  may  eventually  be  collected ;  the  advertised  Tax 
Sale  for  these  years  is  under  advice  of  the  Special  Counsel  for 
the  City,  in  these  cases,  being  from  day  to  day  postponed. 

The  Act  of  1862,  "  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on 
Personal  Property  in  this  City  and  County,"  has  operated  very 
successfully  in  promoting  greater  promptness  and  certainty  of 
collections  on  this  species  of  property. 

Owing  to  a  more  strict  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  on  the  part  of  the  Assessors,  in  assessing  furniture  and 
personal  property  of  every  description,  throughout  the  City  and 
County,  an  increase  of  from  50  to  100  per  cent,  has  occurred 
both  in  the  number  of  names  and  the  amount  assessed  on 
personal  property,  exclusive  of  mortgages,  for  the  two  years  last 
past.  As  very  nearly  the  entire  of  the  total  amount  of  delin- 
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quency  occurs  upon  personal  property,  this  very  large  increase 
of  the  number  of  persons,  and  of  the  amount  assessed,  has 
greatly  increased  the  difficulties  of  collecting  and  the  liabilities 
to  delinquencies. 

It  therefore  affords  me  satisfaction  to  state,  that  while 
the  office  expenditures  have  been  but  slightly  increased,  the 
actual  delinquency  of  the  present  year  is  less  than  that  of  the 
last  preceeding  year,  and  constitutes  a  less  per  centage  on  the 
amount  of  the  Assessment  Koll,  than  does  that  of  any  previous 
year  on  the  amount  assessed. 

At  the  close  of  my  official  term,  which  concludes  with  the 
date  of  this  Keport,  there  remains  no  considerable  amount  of 
uncollected  taxes  of  any  year  of  my  administration,  other  than 
the  cases  in  which  collections  have  been  suspended  on  account 
of  litigation.

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Assessor,  on  the 
first  day  of  September  last,  I  found  the  material  necessary  for 
a  correct  and  proper  assessment  of  the  real  estate  lamentably 
deficient. 

The  Office  requires,  as  a  matter  of  record,  a  set  of  Maps, 
which  should  be  bound  in  volumes ;  on  which  should  be  cor- 
rectly delineated  all  the  Plats,  Lots,  and  Subdivisions  of  Lots 
of  Land  within  the  County,  with  the  owner's  name  (when 
known)  entered  thereon ;  also,  an  Index  to  the  same.  Said 
Maps  and  Index  should  be  kept  corrected  from  time  to  time,  as 
changes  in  the  ownership  of  land  take  place. 
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The  expense  of  getting  up  the  Map  and  Index,  in  the  man- 
ner recommended,  will  be  about  $1,200.  If  your  honorable 
body  see  fit,  upon  investigation  of  the  subject,  to  make  the  ne- 
cessary appropriation,  the  work  can  be  completed  in  about  six 
months. 

In  some  of  the  Eastern  States,  it  is  required  by  law  that  con- 
veyances of  land,  before  they  shall  be  entitled  to  record,  must 
be  exhibited  to  the  Assessor,  and  his  Certificate  given,  that  the 
same  has  been  submitted  to  him.  A  similar  Statute  in  this 
State  would  greatly  promote  a  correct  Assessment  of  Real 
Estate. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  repeat,  in  substance, 
and  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration,  certain  sugges- 
tions made  in  the  Annual  Report  of  Mr.  Bond,  one  of  my  pre- 
decessors in  office. 

First* — The  law  imposing  a  tax  on  consigned  goods,  and 
making  it  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff  to  collect  the  same,  has  never 
been  enforced.  It  remains  on  the  Statute  Book  unrepealed  ;  a 
large  amount  of  property  thereby  escapes  taxation.  The  remedy 
suggested  is,  to  repeal  the  law  and  subject  all  merchandise 
not  in  bond  to  equal  and  direct  taxation. 

Second. — There  is  a  disposition  with  many,  whose  wealth  is 
in  Corporate  Stocks,  to  avoid  the  payment  of  taxes  on  the  stock 
held  by  them,  on  the  ground  that  when  the  Real  and  Personal 
Property  of  the  Company  is  assessed  to  the  Corporation  di- 
rectly, it  releases  them  from  assessment,  no  matter  how  insig- 
nificant the  amount  of  Real  and  Personal  Property  may  be,  as 
compared  with  the  value  of  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Company. 
The  officers  of  the  Companies  have  refused  to  give  the  names 
and  amounts  of  stock  held  by  each  stockholder,  or  to  allow  the 
Assessor  to  examine  their  Corporate  Books  for  that  purpose. 
The  remedy  suggested  is,  to  amend  the  Revenue  Law,  and  re- 
quire all  Corporate  or  Stock  Companies  to  make  annual  returns 
to  the  Assessor,  giving  the  name,  place  of  residence,  and  the 
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number  of  shares  of  stock  held  by  each  stockholder,  and,  in 
default  of  such  return,  to  subject  the  Corporation  or  Company 
to  a  direct  Tax  on  their  Capital  Stock. 

Third. — Subjecting  money  secured  by  mortgage  to  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  works  great  hardship  and  injustice  to  many  who 
are  compelled  to  borrow  money  by  way  of  mortgage.  I  sug- 
gest as  a  remedy,  that  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  exempt 
money  secured  by  mortgage  from  payment  of  taxes,  and  to  im- 
pose a  tax  on  the  income  derived  from  mortgages. 

Fourth. — I  suggest  the  justice  and  policy  of  exempting  from 
taxation,  household  furniture  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 

Fifth. — Cases  frequently  occur  where  parties  claim  to  be  un- 
justly assessed,  and  have  been  prevented  by  sickness  or  absence 
from  the  County,  from  appearing  before  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion. For  such  there  should  be  some  remedy.  I  suggest  that 
the  Revenue  Laws  be  so  amended  as  to  provide,  that  whenever 
any  tax-payer  shall,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the 
County,  be  prevented  from  presenting  to  the  Board  of  Equali- 
zation, his  claims  for  the  correction  of  any  errors  of  assessment, 
and  shall,  before  the  taxes  become  finally  delinquent,  submit 
proof  of  such  fact  to  the  Assessor,  and  further  prove,  under 
oath,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Assessor,  that  he  is  entitled  to 
have  the  assessment  corrected,  the  Assessor  shall,  thereupon, 
make  the  necessary  correction  on  the  Assessment  Roll,  upon 
filing  the  proof  with  the  Auditor.

There  have  been  five  indictments  filed  in  this  Court ;  three 
persons  have  been  convicted  of  murder  in  the  second  degree, 
and  three  of  manslaughter.  Those  convicted  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree  were  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  State 
Prison  for  life ;  two  convicted  of  manslaughter  were  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  for  ten  years  ;  one  convicted 
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of  the  same  crime  to  one  year  imprisonment.  One  indictment 
was  returned  to  the  County  Court.  One  of  those  indicted  for 
manslaughter  and  three  indicted  for  murder  are  yet  to  be  tried-

Your  Honorable  Board  is  aware  that  the  Legislature  neglected 
to  provide  the  County  Clerk  with  any  deputies  for  this  Court. 
In  consequence  of  an  order  lately  made  by  the  Fifteenth 
District  Court,  directing  the  Sheriff  and  County  Clerk  to  provide 
the  Court  with  a  Deputy  Sheriff  and  with  Clerks,  and  in  order 
to  enable  you  and  the  financial  officers  of  the  County  to  meet 
the  expenditures  arising  from  the  requirements  of  that  Court, 
with  the  assurance  of  acting  in  a  legal  manner,  the  Sheriff  and 
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myself  requested  the  Judges  of  the  Fourth,  Twelfth  and 
Fifteenth  District  Courts  and  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  to 
give  their  opinion  as  to  our  power  to  appoint  additional  deputies 
and  as  to  the  power  of  your  Honorable  Board  and- the  Auditor, 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  such  deputies. 
The  Judges  and  City  and  County  Attorney  were  kind  enough 
to  comply  with  our  request,  and  communicated  to  us  as  their 
unanimous  opinion,  that  we  have  the  power  to  appoint 
additional  deputies,  when  we  find  our  clerical  force  insufficient, 
and  that  your  Honorable  Board  has  power  to  fix  the  salaries  of 
such  deputies  and  order  them  to  be  paid,  and  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Auditor  to  audit  the  salaries  of  such  deputies. 

I  have  appointed  as  yet  only  one  clerk  for  this  Court,  and 
shall  endeavor  to  discharge  the  business  of  that  Court  as  long 
as  possible  without  any  additional  appointments. 

County  Court. 

This  Court  has  received  a  considerable  impetus  from  the  ope- 
ration of  the  "  Constitutional  Amendments,"  which  gave  it 
original  jurisdiction  in  actions  of  Forcible  Entry  and  Detainer—- 
in proceedings  of  Insolvency — in  actions  to  prevent  or  abate  a 
Nuisance,  and  in  all  other  special  cases  and  proceedings  not 
otherwise  provided  for.  Among  the  last  named  class  of  pro- 
ceedings, applications  for  Dissolution  of  Mining  Companies  may 
be  mentioned  as  likely  to  constitute  soon  a  considerable  branch 
of  its  newly  acquired  civil  jurisdiction.  As  under  the  Consti- 
tutional Amendments  the  jurisdiction  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
extends  to  cases  involving  an  amount  less  than  $300,  (instead 
of  $200,)  the  number  of  appeals  from  the  Justices'  Courts  to 
the  County  Court  has  correspondingly  increased.  The  criminal 
jurisdiction,  formerly  vested  in  the  Court  of  Sessions,  has  also 
been  incorporated  in  the  County  Court.  The  connection  exist- 
ing between  the  County  Court  and  Probate  Court  has  been 
severed  by  the  Legislature  of  1863,  in  this  County  only.  These 
Courts  are  now  entirely  distinct,  each  presided  over  by  its  own 
Judge.  In  order  to  place  the  Clerk's  force  on  a  footing  with 
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the  new  organization  of  these  Courts,  and  with  the  astonishing 
growth  of  business  in  both  of  them,  the  Legislature,  at  their 
last  session  increased  the  number  of  deputies  attached  to  them 
from  two  to  four,  so  as  to  assign  to  each  Court  a  Court-Room 
Clerk  and  an  Office  Clerk.  The  two  additional  deputies  were 
appointed  on  the  3d  of  May  last.

Sixty-five  Licenses  were  issued  to  minors  (sixty-three  females 
under  eighteen,  and  two  males  under  twenty-one  years,)  with 
the  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians. 

These  Licenses  impose  a  good  deal  of  labor  upon  the  County 
Clerk.  Though  the  Legislature  have  not  provided  for  the  keep- 
ing of  any  License  Eecords  in  the  County  Clerk's  Office,  direct- 
ing only  the  recording  of  Licenses  by  the  County  Recorder,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  keep  in  this  office  a  book  of  applications 
for  Licenses,  a  book  of  Licenses,  and  a  Cash-Book.  Lately  I 
also  prepared,  as  I  saw  with  what  rapidity  the  number  of  li- 
censes increased,  two  Register  Indexes  for  males  ani  females. 

As  it  is  very  questionable  whether  these  Registers  should  be 
open  to  "indiscriminate"  public  inspection,  and  as  for  most  le- 
gitimate purposes,  the  record  of  licenses  at  the  Recorder's 
Office  contains  all  the  information  of  any  interest  to  the  public, 
I  have  taken  upon  myself  the  responsibility  of  giving  or  deny- 
ing the  use  of  the  Registers,  according  to  the  character  of  the 
application.  When  the  motive  of  the  inquiry,  as  to  whether 
certain  parties  have  obtained  a  license,  is  a  proper  one,  I  permit  at 
once  the  use  of  the  books  in  the  office.  When  the  motive  is  idle 
curiosity,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  deny  giving  the  information 
sought.  I  believe  that  discretion,  respecting  the  gratification 
of  said  inquiries,  is  the  more  necessary  as  under  the  existing 
law  a  license  may  be  obtained  by  one  party  without  any  au- 
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thority  from  the  other  party.  It  is  easy  to  understand  that 
the  free  use  of  these  Eegisters  would  give  an  ample  field  to 
idle  or  evil-minded  persons  to  injure  the  reputation  of  any  in- 
dividual in  the  community.

Appeals. 

Two  Appeals  were  taken  from  this  Court  to  the  Supreme 
Court  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1864.  During  the  same 
period  the  order  of  the  Probate  Court  in  one  of  the  two  Appeals 
was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  other  Appeal  is  yet 
pending. 
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The  amount  of  business  transacted  in  each  department  of  the 
office  during  the  last  fiscal  year — as  exhibited  by  the  Statistical 
Tables  embodied  in  this  Eeport — bears  unmistakeable  evidence 
to  the  degree,  in  which  this  city  has  expanded  during  that 
period. 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  exceedingly  moderate  fees 
allowed  to  this  office,  can  appreciate  the  vast  increase  of 
business  during  the  last  year,  merely  by  a  comparison  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  fees  during  that  period,  with  the  receipts 
of  former  years.

It  was  expected,  that  after  the  1st  of  January,  1864,  the 
District  Courts  would  be  relieved  of  a  large  amount  of  business, 
for  the  suits  involving  $200  to  $300,  the  jurisdiction  over  which 
had  been  given  by  the  amended  State  Constitution  to  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  constituted  nearly  one-third  of  all  the 
suits  commenced  in  the  District  Courts.  No  effect,  however, 
has  been  experienced  in  the  District  Courts  of  this  county  from 
that  decrease  of  jurisdiction.

In  view  of  the  fact,  that  the  amended  Constitution  has  with- 
drawn from  the  District  Courts,  a  considerable  portion  of  juris- 
diction, we  must  conclude,  that  the  increase  of  litigation  during 
the  last  year  far  exceeds  that  of  preceding  years. 
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It  will  be  seen  under  the  respective  heads,  that  the  business 
in  the  County  Court  and  in  the  Probate  Court  have  likewise 
advanced  during  the  last  year  with  astonishing  rapidity  ;  in  the 
County  Court  at  a  ratio  of  50  per  cent,  and  in  the  Probate 
Court  at  a  ratio  of  33  per  cent. 

The  efficiency  of  the  office  has  at  times  been  greatly  impaired 
by  the  want  of  authority  of  the  County  Clerk  to  employ  as 
many  copyists  as  may  be  required  for  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties.  Under  a  law  passed  in  1862,  the  aggregate 
amount  which  may  be  expended  for  copying  is  $150  a  month. 
For  this  amount  no  more  than  two  copyists  can  be  employed, 
whilst  at  times,  the  labor  which  had  to  be  performed  by  a 
given  time,  would  have  required  four  times  that  number  of 
copyists.  In  consequence  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  force  in 
the  office,  perhaps  one  half  of  the  transcripts  on  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  had  to  be  prepared  by  the  Appellant.  An  office 
which  1ms  so  vast  an  amount  of  labor  to  perform,  should  not 
be  limited  to  a  certain  number  of  copyists.  Aside  from  the 
pressure  of  work  from  outside,  the  condition  of  the  Records 
alone  calls  frequently  for  the  employment  of  additional  copyists. 
Dilapidated  indexes  and  dockets  should  be  transcribed  and 
indexes  prepared  of  files,  the  indexing  of  which  is  not  prescribed 
by  law,  but  has  become  necessary  by  reason  of  their  rapid  ac- 
cumulation. As  almost  at  every  session  of  the  Legislature  ad- 
ditional duties  are  imposed  upon  the  County  Clerk,  the  number 
of  records  and  indexes  to  be  kept  is  constantly  increasing. 
During  the  last  year  an  index  has  been  prepared  of  Corporations, 
of  protests  against  change  of  Street  grades,  of  Marriage  Licenses, 
and  Plaintiffs'  Index  A  of  the  Fourth  District  Court,  having 
become  nearly  unfit  for  use  has  been  entirely  transcribed. 

The  rule  existing,  at  the  time  of  my  entering  upon  the  office 
in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  money  deposited  in  Court 
should  be  kept,  required,  in  my  opinion,  a  reform.  Under  that 
rule,  established  by  the  Courts,  the  Clerk  was  directed  to 
deposit  all  moneys  with  a  banker,  to  be  selected  by  him.  I 
believed,  that  the  moneys  deposited  by  litigants  in  Court  should 
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not  be  used  by  any  one  nor  be  exposed  to  the  possibility  of 
commercial  disasters.  I  therefore  caused  a  bill  to  be  introduced 
in  the  Legislature,  approved  by  all  the  Judges  presiding  over 
the  Courts  in  this  County,  under  which  the  County  Clerk  is  to 
make  his  deposits  with  the  County  Treasurer,  as  special 
deposits.  Upon  presentation  of  an  order  signed  by  the  Clerk 
and  countersigned  by  the  Judge  of  Court,  in  which  the  deposit 
is  made,  such  deposit  has  to  be  delivered.  This  bill  became  a  law. 
It  has  relieved  the  County  Clerk  from  great  liability  and  has 
placed  the  money  of  litigents  beyond  the  reach  of  sudden 
calamities.  There  have  been  deposited  with  the  County  Clerk 
during  the  past  year  $59,054  24,  of  which  $22,875  19  were  in 
coin,  and  the  balance  in  United  States  Treasury  Notes.  There 
were  remaining  on  deposit  1st  of  July,  1864,  $23,148  34  in 
coin  and  $8,268  in  Legal  Tender  Notes. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  inadequate  fees  in 
the  Probate  Court,  a  subject  already  commented  upon  by  my 
predecessor.  If  public  offices  are  to  be  self-sustaining,  then  the 
fees  of  the  Probate  Court  are  utterly  insufficient.  Though  the  fees 
and  Court  Taxes  in  the  District  Courts  are  low,  compared  with 
the  fees  in  other  counties  of  this  State,  they  pay  at  least  the 
clerks'  salaries  and  stationery,  and  one-third  of  the  salaries  of 
the  judiciary.  But  the  receipts  in  the  Probate  Court  do  not 
even  pay  the  salaries  of  the  clerks.  The  fees  are  $10  for  the 
administration  of  an  Estate.  In  Estates  valued  at  $5000  the 
established  fees  are  moderate,  but  when  the  value  is  above  that 
amount,  the  fees  should  be  increased  in  a  ratio  fixed  by  the 
Legislature.  There  are  many  large  Estates,  which  cause  a 
much  greater  expense  to  the  County  in  records  and  paper,  than 
the  fees  amount  to.  This  hardship  is  the  more  glaring  in  cases 
where  the  heirs  of  a  large  estate  are  non-residents,  who  with- 
draw the  entire  assets  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report,  that  the  rooms  occupied  since 
about  the  1st  instant,  as  the  office  of  the  District  Courts,  are 
in  repect  to  light,  ventilation,  space,  and  security  for  the 
Records  and  papers,  far  superior  to  the  former  office.  Their

only  disadvantage  consists  in  the  greater  distance  from  the 
Court  Rooms,  and  from  the  Clerks'  Office  of  the  County  and 
Probate  Courts.  The  fireproof  vault  in  the  new  office  enables 
me  to  keep  at  least  the  papers  of  the  Court  of  First  Instance, 
Bonds,  and  other  papers  of  similar  value  in  safety.

GAMBLING.  = 

I  consider  that  the  present  is  not  an  unfitting  occasion  to 
make  some  remarks  upon  a  subject  which  ought  to  receive  the 
attention  of  every  parent  among  us,  and  of  all  who  have  at 
heart  the  welfare  of  our  youth.  I  allude  to  the  crime  of 
gambling. 

Prior  to  March  14th,  1851,  gaming  was  conducted  publicly, 
and  was  unforbidden  by  law;  but  upon  that  day  the  Legisla- 
ture passed  "An  Act  to  License  Gaming,"  which  continued  in 
force  for  about  four  years,  and  until  repealed  by  "An  Act  to 
Prohibit  Gaming,"  passed  April  17,  1855. 

This  act  made  gambling  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  One  Hundred  nor  more  than  Five  Hundred 
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Dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and  double  the  penalty  for  each 
subsequent  offence.  This  law  also  makes  the  owners  of  gam- 
bling houses  liable  to  punishment. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  1857,  the  Legislature  passed  "An  Act 
to  Prohibit  Gaming,"  which  provided  that  the  conductors  of 
banking  games  should,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  State  Prison,  not  exceeding  two  years,  and 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Five  Thousand  Dollars. 

Also,  that  bettors  at  such  games  should  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the 
County  Jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  excusing  from  crim- 
inality the  bettor  who  should  be  called  as  a  witness  for  the 
people. 

This  act  was,  what  its  title  called  it — "An  Act  to  Prohibit  Gam- 
ing"— and  under  its  rigor  the  officers  of  the  law  had  a  right  to 
break  into  and  enter,  in  a  most  summary  manner,  places  where 
games  were  conducted.  Under  the  general  power  granted  to 
officers  in  cases  of  felony,  arrests  could  be  made  in  the  night- 
time, or  even  upon  bare  suspicion,  and  witnesses  could  be  com- 
pelled to  come  and  give  evidence. 

Clothed  with  such  authority,  the  faithful  officer  found  it  no 
difficult  task  to  extinguish  a  gambling  house  as  soon  as  its  ex- 
istence became  known,  and  the  result  was  that  banking  games 
were  almost  entirely  suppressed  in  San  Francisco. 

The  gambling  energy  thus  restrained  soon  broke  out  in  other 
forms  of  vice,  and  a  number  of  mongrel  games  were  introduced, 
such  as  rondo  and  propps.  These  for  a  few  days  were  conducted 
openly ;  and  when  first  arrested  it  was  claimed  by  their  votaries 
that  they  were  games  of  skill,  and  not  in  violation  of  the  law. 

The  verdicts,  however,  of  numerous  juries  of  our  citizens, 
who  were  called  by  the  defendants  in  these  cases,  set  the  matter 
at  rest,  and  the  conductors  of  such  games  were  punished  under 
the  Law  of  1855.  for  conducting  games  of  chance. 

On  the  7th  of  March,  1860,  the  Legislature  passed  "An  Act 
to  Prohibit  Gaming,"  which  abolished  the  felony  penalty  and 
made  gambling  only  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  not  ex- 
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ceeding  One  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  less  than  One  Hundred,  and 
imprisonment  in  default  of  payment. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  1863,  the  Legislature  passed  another 
Act  which  limits  the  imprisonment  for  non-payment  of  fine  by 
a  person  convicted  of  gaming,  and  providing  for  the  removal 
and  punishment  of  any  officer  who  should  fail  to  do  his  duty  in 
the  suppression  of  gambling. 

A  subject  which  has  received  such  varying  treatment  from 
the  Legislatures  of  our  State,  may  well  be  considered  a  difficult 
question  to  dispose  of,  and  I  am  compelled  to  remark  that  the 
present  law  is  not  such  a  one  as  can  be  satisfactory  to  the 
people  of  this  City,  nor  to  the  officers  charged  with  its  en- 
forcement. 

The  Grand  Juries  of  this  County  have  frequently  given  this 
subject  a  very  thorough  investigation,  and  in  this  connection  I 
beg  leave  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  reports  of 
three  successive  Grand  Juries,  who  fully  investigated  the 
matter : 

GAMBLING. 

"  The  cause  of  its  prevalence  and  manner  of  its  prevention, 
as  developed  by  three  successive  Grand  Juries  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  who  were  especially  charged  by 
the  Court  of  Sessions  to  examine  into  the  reason  of  its  preva- 
lence. The  results  of  their  examinations  are  entitled  to  the  fullest 
confidence,  because  they  have  subpoenaed  whatever  witnesses  they  thought 
proper,  and  received  none  but  sworn  evidence." 

Report  of  Grand  Jury,  Nov.  29th,  1862. — (Extract.) 

"The  subject  of  gambling,  which  was  especially  referred  to  by 
the  Court  in  its  charge  to  the  Jury,  has  received  their  most  earnest 
attention.  The  Grand  Jury  found  that  this  great  public  evil 
was  even  more  wide-spread  than  they  were  led  to  believe  from 
the  suggestions  of  the  Court,  and  at  once  entered  upon  a  thor- 
ough and  serious  investigation  of  it.  The  results  of  that  in- 
vestigation will  be  found  in  the  several  indictments  for  gam- 
bling, above  enumerated."  (Thirty-six.) 
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"  The  Grand  Jury  regret  that  their  limited  time  prevented  a 
more  searching  and  critical  examination,  and  would  respect- 
fully recommend  to  their  successors  a  further  pursuance  of  the 
subject.  Gambling  houses  were  found  to  be  located  in  the  very 
heart  of  our  City,  and  most  of  our  principal  thoroughfares.  In 
some  of  these  establishments  the  business  has  been  conducted 
on  a  most  extensive  scale,  with  numerous  gaming  tables,  a 
large  corps  of  employees  conducting  the  various  games,  and  a 
crowded  assemblage  of  deluded  victims." 

"  In  endeavoring  to  account  for  the  causes  which  have  pro- 
duced this  state  of  things,  and  the  remarkable  increase  in  the 
number  of  gambling  houses  during  the  past  year,  the  Grand 
Jury  are  led  to  believe  that  some  portion  of  the  evil  has  arisen 
from  the  inefficacy  of  the  existing  law  on  the  subject  of  gam- 
ing, and  they  would  respectfully,  but  urgently  call  the  atten- 
tion of  our  Senators  and  Kepresentatives  at  the  coming  session 
of  the  State  Legislature,  to  this  matter  of  such  vast  importance 
to  our  community.  The  former  law  against  gaming,  and  which 
was  repealed  on  the  passage  of  the  present  statute,  was  a  most 
stringent  one, — making  the  offence  a  felony,  and  punishable  by 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison.  During  the  prevalence  of 
that  law,  gambling  was  confined  to  comparatively  prescribed 
limits,  and  was,  therefore,  much  less  of  a  public  evil  than  at 
present." 

'.'If  a  law  of  a  similar  character  could  be  re-enacted,  with  some 
necessary  and  judicious  amendments,  it  is  believed  that  the 
practice  of  public  gambling  which,  perhaps,  may  never  be  en- 
tirely suppressed  by  legislation,  would  be  so  narrowed  down, 
and  driven  into  such  obscurity,  as  to  very  materially  mitigate 
the  present  evil.  Prompt  and  energetic  action  should  be  taken 
by  each  succeeding  Grand  Jury,  and  an  additional  appropria- 
tion should  be  permitted,  if  necessary,  to  the  Police  Contingent 
Fund  to  enable  the  Police  Department  to  take  such  steps  as 
are  necessary  in  the  premises.  Every  good  citizen,  who  is 
jealous  of  the  fair  fame  of  our  beautiful  City,  should  earnestly 
co-operate  with  the  authorities  in  carrying  out  this  good  work, 
by  rendering  such  information  as  they  may  become  possessed 
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of  as  to  the  locality  of  gaming-houses  in  their  immediate  neigh- 
borhood, and  as  to  the  names  of  their  lessees,  proprietors,  em- 
ployees and  visitants.  Gambling  is  a  vice  confined  to  no  par- 
ticular class  of  the  community.  At  its  shrine  may  be  found 
worshipers  from  all  ranks  of  society.  It  is,  therefore,  a  matter 
of  direct  interest  to  every  citizen  that  the  evil  should,  if  pos- 
sible, be  eradicated." 

"  Every  merchant,  every  manufacturer,  every  banker,  every 
employer,  every  head  of  a  family,  should  give  this  subject  their 
deep  and  serious  attention,  and  should  do  all  in  their  power  to 
assist  the  authorities  in  suppressing  an  evil  which  is  insiduously 
sapping  the  very  foundations  of  our  social  system." 

"  The  Grand  Jury  have  been  materially  aided  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  who  has  cheerfully  and  promptly  responded  to  all  their 
requirements." 

Report  of  Grand  Jury,  Jan.  30th,  1863. — (Extract.) 

"As  directed  in  the  charge  of  the  Court,  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  Grand  Jury  has  been  devoted  to  the  subject  of  gam- 
bling, with  a  view  to  its  suppression.  The  number  of  true 
bills  found  against  persons  charged  with  this  offence,  exhibits 
the  alarming  prevalence  of  this  evil  practice  in  our  community. 
The  evidence  sustaining  the  complaints  discloses  a  skillful  and 
systematic  effort  to  set  the  laws  at  defiance.  Extraordinary 
precautions  have  been  taken  by  the  proprietors  of  the  gambling 
saloons  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the  officers  of  the  law.  The 
dealers  and  employees,  by  masks,  false  hair,  and  other  con- 
trivances, are  so  disgnised  that  when  arrested,  in  many  instances, 
their  victims  are  unable  to  recognize  them." 

"Among  the  most  serious  crimes  which  have  occupied  the 
attention  of  this  Grand  Jury,  are  two  indictments  caused  by 
losses  at  the  gaming  table.  The  victim  in  this  case  was  a  ware- 
house porter,  enjoying  the  confidence  of  an  old  established  firm. 
To  pay  his  losses  at  the  gaming  table,  he  robbed  his  employer, 
and  to  conceal  the  continuous  abstraction  of  large  amounts,  he 
fired  the  warehouse." 
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"  Other  instances  of  ruined  fortunes  and  reputations  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand  Jury,  and  it  has  become 
painfully  evident  that  unless  some  more  stringent  laws  are  en- 
acted on  this  subject,  the  evil  will  increase.  The  proprietors 
of  buildings  in  which  prohibited  games  are  played,  are  liable, 
under  the  present  act,  to  heavy  fines  after  notice  that  their 
property  is  so  employed.  Many  had  been  notified  before  the 
assembling  of  this  body,  and  a  mass  of  evidence  has  been 
taken,  which,  with  the  recorded  evidence  of  ownership  of  the 
buildings  in  which  gambling  is  carried  on,  will  enable  our  suc- 
cessors to  reach  parties  amenable  to  this  complaint.  The  atten- 
tion of  the  next  Grand  Jury  is  earnestly  invoked  to  this  subject ; 
this  being  a  short  term,  want  of  time  to  obtain  from  the  County 
records,  evidence  of  ownership,  has  been,  to  the  regret  of  the 
present  Grand  Jury,  the  sole  cause  of  this  reference." 

"In  this  matter,  the  services  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  Dr.  Burke, 
deserve  high  commendation.  To  eradicate  an  evil,  however, 
having  so  many  votaries,  he  should  be  authorized  to  employ 
additional  detectives,  and  the  necessary  funds  should  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose." 

"The  reports  of  previous  Grand  Juries  have  convinced  this 
bodj  that  the  law  now  in  force  is  very  defective.  The  profits 
of  gambling  are  sufficiently  large  to  form  a  fund  to  pay  the 
fines  of  those  who  are  convicted  under  it." 

"Several  years  ago  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  drafted,  a 
bill  which  became  a  law,  and  which  did  much  to  arrest  this 
evil.  That  act  was  repealed  by  the  present  defective  statute, 
and  this  terrible  vice  is  now  active  among  us  in  all  its  degrading 
influences.  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Grand  Jury  would  re- 
commend to  the  Representatives  of  this  City  and  County  in 
the  Legislature,  to  have  the  previous  law  re-enacted,  with  any 
amendments  that  may  be  necessary  to  make  it  fully  effective ; 
and  would  further  recommend  that,  when  convictions  are  had 
under  the  present  act,  the  severest  penalty  be  inflicted." 

Report  of  Grand  Jury,  March  28lh,  1863. — (Extract.) 
"On  the  whole,  we  can  congratulate  our  City  on  the  thorough 
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and  faithful  administration  by  its  officers  of  their  duty,  and  its 
general  prosperity,  with  one  exception,  which  is — GAMBLING-. 
This,  from  all  we  can  learn,  is  carried  on  to  almost  an  alarming 
extent ;  the  existing  laws  prevent  our  Police  from  arresting  it 
materially,  and  our  Legislators  either  have  not  the  constitutional 
power,  or  disposition  to  enact  laws  necessary  to  enable  our 
Police  to  arrest  its  prosperity." 

I  will  further  remark  that  I  have  appeared  personally  before 
several  Grand  Juries  since  these  reports  were  made,  and  when- 
ever they  were  ready  to  examine  into  this  class  of  crime,  I  have 
caused  to  be  subpoenaed  before  them  the  frequenters  and  em- 
ployees of  houses  where  it  is  suspected  that  gambling  is  carried 
on.  * 

In  this  way  the  Grand  Jury  has  in  some  instances  found 
sufficient  evidence  to  find  a  bill,  and  one  Grand  Jury  on  this 
kind  of  evidence  indicted  over  twenty  persons,  while  another 
Grand  Jury  since  before  whom  some  sixty  of  the  persons  above 
described  were  subpoenaed,  found  only  one  indictment  on  this 
sort  of  evidence. 

I  remark  with  regret  that  as  yet  no  convictions  have  followed 
in  these  cases  in  the  County  Court,  while  quite  a  number  have 
been  recently  dismissed  because  the  witness  whose  evidence 
supported  the  indictment  had  not  appeared  at  the  trial ;  nor  is 
it  to  be  wondered  at,  that  it  should  be  so,  when  it  is  observed 
that  in  these  cases  the  witnesses  testify  by  compulsion,  and 
some  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Jail  for  contempt  in  refusing 
to  answer  questions. 

And  if  a  gambler  is  indicted  on  the  evidence  of  a  companion 
of  the  game,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  witness  should  absent 
himself  at  the  time  of  the  trial  and  thus  defeat  the  law  in  sup- 
port of  which  he  gave  involuntary  testimony. 

I  am  not,  therefore,  able  to  commend  this  plan  of  action  as 
productive  of  the  end  sought  to  be  obtained,  namely,  the  sup- 
pression and  punishment  of  gambling,  although  I  do  think 
it  a  fitting  subject  of  enquiry  for  each  Grand  Jury. 

However,  the  usefulness  of  a  law  which  only  harrasses  and 
annoys  the  evil  doer  without  bringing  him  to  punishment  may 
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well  be  questioned,  and  it  may  here  be  considered  that  under 
the  remarkable  condition  of  our  currency  the  heaviest  fine 
which  the  present  law  allows  to  be  inflicted  on  a  person 
convicted  of  violating  the  gambling  law,  namely,  one  thousand 
dollars,  can  be  met  by  the  convicted,  by  the  expenditure  of 
about  four  hundred  dollars  in  coin  by  purchasing  therewith 
United  States  legal  tender  notes.  This  condition  of  the  cur- 
rency did  not  exist  when  the  gaming  law  now  in  force  was 
passed. 

The  plan  of  hiring  informers  to  enter  these  places  and  pro- 
secute gamblers  has  often  been  considered  by  this  department* 
and  in  some  instances  attempted,  but  it  has  not  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  the  evil  for  many  reasons,  among  which  I 
may  mention  that  none  have  been  found  who  were  willing  to 
undertake  this  duty  for  the  sake  of  vindicating  the  violated  law, 
without  the  promise  of  pecuniary  gain. 

The  Department  has  no  fund  to  draw  upon  sufficiently  large 
to  compete  successfully  with  the  violators  of  the  law  in  the 
purchase  of  testimony. 

The  Police  Contingent  Fund  was  not  granted  for  this  purpose, 
it  being  intended  solely  for  the  payment  of  such  expenses  as 
are  incurred  in  the  capture  of  criminals  who  have  escaped  from 
the  City, — in  horse  hire, — telegraphic  and  sundry  expenses 
connected  with  the  efficient  administration  of  criminal  law,  and 
the  conveyance  of  drunkards  and  insane  persons  to  the  Hospital 
or  Prison. 

It  will  be  readily  perceived,  that  it  is  only  by  the  most  rigid 
economy  that  this  fund  can  be  made  adequate  to  the  legitimate 
demands  upon  it. 

Upon  the  25th  of  April,  1863,  the  Legislature  passed  "  An 
"  Act  to  confer  further  power  upon  your  Board  which  authorizes 
"  you  to  prohibit  and.  suppress,  or  exclude  from  certain  limits  all 
"  houses  of  ill-fame  prostitution  and  gaming" 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  I  submitted  the  question 
to  Mr.  Saunders,  the  City  and  County  Attorney  :  could  not  your 
Board  pass  an  order  which  would  authorize  police  officers  to 
enter  any  house  where  they  had  reason  to  suppose  that  gambling 
was  carried  on  ? 
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Upon  a  cursory  examination  of  the  subject  he  agreed  with 
me,  that  your  Board  had  power  to  do  so ;  whereupon  I  applied 
to  the  Grand  Jury  to  recommend  its  passage,  but  upon  a  sub- 
sequent examination  Judge  Shepheard  and  Mr.  Saunders  con- 
cluded that  no  such  power  existed. 

Being  convinced  that  if  I  had  the  power  to  enter  those  houses 
at  will  I  could  break  up  gambling  in  this  City,  I  went  before 
our  delegation  to  the  Legislature  and  urged  upon  them  the 
necessity  which  existed  for  the  passage  of  an  Act  giving  power 
to  the  police  to  enter  houses  where  they  supposed  gaming 
was  conducted  and  making  it  a  misdemeanor  to  oppose  their 
entrance, 

A  law  upon  this  basis  was  presented  in  the  Assembly  and 
defeated. 

I  would,  however,  suggest  that  the  question  of  the  power  of 
your  Board  to  pass  such  an  order  be  submitted  again  to  some 
able  criminal  lawyers,  because  I  am  confident  that  under  the 
power  of  such  an  order  I  could  suppress  all  gambling  in  this 
City  in  ten  days. 

The  importance  of  this  subject  will  doubtless  appear  to  you 
a  sufficient  excuse  for  the  space  devoted  to  its  consideration. 

I  may,  however,  remark  that  there  is  no  public  gambling 
carried  on  in  this  City ;  that  there  are  few  gambling  houses 
here  compared  with  other  cities ;  that  those  houses  where 
gambling  is  conducted  are  guarded  by  watchful  doorkeepers, 
and  that  some  of  the  houses  are  conducted  as  clubs,  no  one 
being  admitted  unless  all  the  habitues  of  the  house  are  satisfied 
that  he  will  not  aid  the  police  in  any  way. 

I  am  at  the  present  time  about  to  institute  some  prosecutions 
which  we  expect  will  result  in  conviction,  inasmuch  as  some 
of  the  recently  appointed  policemen  have  been  able  to  procure 
testimony. 

In  conclusion  of  this  part  of  my  Report,  I  may  remark  that 
the  Department  under  my  control  have  been  and  are  most- 
desirous  to  enforce  the  present  law ;  and  that  I  have  been  most 
willing  to  avail  myself  of  any  and  every  suggestion  which 

might  tend  to  lessen  this  evil. 
9* 
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I  have  now  had  the  honor  of  being  in  charge  of  the  Police 
Department  for  more  than  six  years,  and  it  is  with  great  plea- 
sure, that  I  feel  warranted  by  facts,  in  stating  that  the  De- 
partment was  never  under  better  discipline  or  control  than  at 
present. 

I  have  devised  a  system  of  reports  from  the  captains  and 
sergeants,  which  enables  me  to  detect  and  punish  any  absence 
from  or  neglect  of  duty. 

And  though  it  was  irksome  at  first  to  the  men  to  be  so  close- 
ly tied  down,  yet  it  works  smoothly  now,  and  is  only  felt  to  be 
a  hardship  by  those  who  want  to  evade  duty. 

I  still  continue  the  plan  of  military  drill,  and  when  possible, 
have  a  drill  of  the  whole  available  force,  once  a  week.  It  may 
be  needless  for  me  to  point  out  the  importance  of  its  con- 
tinuance. In  case  of  riot  on  any  occasion,  where  a  body  of 
men  are  needed  to  act  together,  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  having  men  accustomed  to  handle  arms,  and  move  in  con- 
cert from  point  to  point,  are  so  great,  that  I  will  not  enlarge 
upon  them. 

The  local  Police  force  is  about  to  be  reorganized,  and  it  is 
my  intention  to  have  them  report  on  and  off  duty,  and  be 
visited  by  sergeant  in  the  same  way  as  the  officers  of  the  re- 
gular force. 

In  this  way,  I  hope  to  be  able  to  prevent  the  absence  of 
Local  officers  from  their  beats,  which  was  so  much  complained 
of  under  the  old  system. 

Your  Honorable  Body  having  passed  the  order  submitted  by 
me,  for  the  disposition  of  stolen  and  unclaimed  property,  I  will 
at  the  proper  time  make  a  full  report  of  all  matters  coining 
under  that  head. 

The  Legislature  having  at  length  passed  a  bill  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  a  Harbor  Police,  I  am  prepared  to  detail 
some  men  for  that  duty,  as  soon  as  your  Committee  provide 
the  necessary  boats. 
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SANITARY  POLICE. 

In  regard  to  Sanitary  Police,  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  said 
last  year : 

"  I  would  suggest  that  steps  be  taken  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature,  to  have  a  Sanitary  Police  force,  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  see  to  the  removal  of  all  sources  of  disease,  and 
who  should  be  empowered  by  statute  to  enter  at  reasonable 
hours  all  yards,  cellars,  stables  and  manufactories  where  refuse 
matter  acccumulates. 

"I  am  convinced  that  the  standard  of  health  in  our  city 
could  be  materially  improved  by  the  labors  of  such  a  body — 
properly  organized  and  required  to  report  for  duty  the  same  as 
other  officers.  Under  the  present  system,  one  man,  desirous  of 
obeying  the  laws  of  hygeine,  keeps  his  premises  clean,  attends 
to  their  sewerage,  and  allows  no  accumulation  of  refuse  mat- 
ter which  would  be  likely  to  originate  disease ;  while,  perhaps, 
in  the  same  block,  or  it  may  be  the  next  lot,  his  neighbor  may 
have  a  stable,  cellar,  or  outbuilding  in  such  a  condition  that  it 
generates  impure  gases  in  such  a  degree  as  to  cause  sickness 
in  the  whole  neighborhood." 

I  transmit  the  names  of  the  newly  appointed  officers  :

They  have  been  all  subjected  to  a  strict  medical  examina- 
tion, and  are  reported  as  being  sound  and  healthy  in  every 
way.  Many  persons  have  found  fault  with  me  for  requiring 
this  examination  ;  but  when  I  was  elected  first,  I  found  so 
many  men  upon  the  force  who  were  unable  to  endure  the  ne- 
cessary fatigue  and  exposure,  that  I  then  determined  to  vote 
for  the  appointment  of  no  one  as  a  police  officer  who  could  not 
pass  inspection  as  an  army  recruit. 
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I  think  this  is  a  rule  from  which  the  Commission  should  not 
deviate. 

The  recent  appointments  bring  the  number  of  men  up  to 
sixty-two,  which  number  is  insufficient  for  the  proper  patroll- 
ing of  the  city. 

Nevertheless,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  city  is  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  that  the  amount  of  crime  committed  is  small. 

By  reference  to  schedule  "  B,"  you  may  observe  that  the 

amount  of  property  stolen  is $47,896  85 

While  the  amount  recovered  is $41,423  55 

The  proportion  recovered  is  unequalled  in  any  department 
in  the  world. 

The  arrests  for  violation  of  the  orders  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  are  much  more  numerous  than  they  ever  were  before ; 
amounting  to  442  arrests  during  the  year. 

The  members  of  the  force  have,  during  the  past  year,  ren- 
dered efficient  service  in  the  arrest  of  criminals,  who  were 
charged  with  having  committed  grave  offenses  in  different  por- 
tions of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

There  are  many  improvements  I  intend  to  introduce,  but  a 
discussion  of  them  at  present  would  be  premature.

GENTLEMEN  :  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your 
honorable  body,  a  condensed  Report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Police  Judge's  Court  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1864. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  tried  and  examined  were  6,965, 
or  an  average  of  about  twenty  cases  per  session,  on  the  various 
charges  appearing  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  197  of 
which  were  sent  to  the  Grand  Jury. 

The  cash  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  for  Fines,  Forfeitures 
and  Fees,  are  $29,514  85,  which  was  paid  as  follows,  viz —

In  consequence  of  the  low  rates  at  which  Legal  Tender  U.  S. 
Notes  are  sold  in  the  market,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the 
Fines  in  this  Court  are  paid  in  currency  notes  and  not  in  coin 
as  in  previous  years. 

In  former  years  it  often  occurred  that  officers  arresting 
persons  for  petty  offenses  would  take  property,  such  as  watches 
and  jewelry  as  bail  in  lieu  of  money,  for  future  redemption — 
many  of  these  articles  of  small  value  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk,  unredeemed — and  as  the  City  Treasurer  does  not  feel 
authorized  to  receive  them,  or  the  Clerk  to  convert  them  into 
money  that  may  be  paid  into  the  Treasury,  they  must  remain 
in  the  Court,  unless  some  order  should  be  made  for  their  dis- 
position. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to 
the  large  number  of  females  who  have  during  the  past  year, 
been  arrested  in  a  state  of  intoxication  on  the  public  streets, 
and  who  are  habitual  frequenters  of  the  prisoners  dock,  and 
who  day  after  day  cause  citizens — who  have  business  at  the 
various  Offices  and  Courts  in  the  City  Hall  building — to  blush 
for  humanity  by  their  turbulent  and  obscene  demonstrations  and 
howlings  in  and  about  the  City  Prison. 

The  number  of  females  arrested  during  the  year  for  drunken- 
ness on  the  street  was  102  ;  of  this  number  35  were  arrested 
from  3  to  10  times  each,  one  13  times,  one  15  times,  one  18 
times,  one  22  times,  and  two  19  times  each. 
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Many  of  these  have  been  from  time  to  time,  during  the  year, 
sent  to  the  County  Jail  to  serve  terms  of  from  ten  to  thirty 
days  each — in  this  way  one  has  passed  310  days  out  of  365  in 
the  Jail ;  one  has  passed  250  days  ;  one  has  passed  240  days  ; 
one  has  passed  130  days  ;  one  has  passed  110  days  ;  one  has 
passed  105  days ;  and  some  others  have  spent  from  40  to  88 
days  each,  making  in  the  aggregate  1,569  days  passed  in  the 
County  Jail  at  the  public  expense.  These  women  are  for  the 
most  part  able  bodied,  and  when  sober,  capable  of  doing  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  labor  for  the  City,  were  a  suitable  place 
provided  for  the  purpose  and  thereby  save  to  the  City  an 
amount  beyond  the  present  cost  of  their  maintainance. 

The  passage  of  General  Order  553  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, approved  October  6,  1863,  has  contributed  very  largely 
to  the  preservation  of  good  order. 

During  the  past  year,  a  great  number  of  convictions  have 
been  had  under  the  sections  of  the  order  relating  to  offensive 
trades,  occupations  and  nuisances  ;  offenses  against  good  morals 
and  decency  ;  establishing  the  fire  limits ;  regulation  of  hacks, 
cabs  and  other  vehicles ;  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  the  license 
orders.

STATEMENT   OF   THE   PRESENT   CONDITION   OF   THE    CITY   SLIP 

LITIGATION  AND  OTEER  GENERAL  MATTERS  CONNECTED

At  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  the  City  Slip  Cases  in  final 
judgment  were  in  process  of  settlement ;  and  the  amounts  paid 
in  the  various  cases  appear  in  the  Report  of  the  Auditor, 
recently  filed,  at  page  43.

PUBLIC  SQUARES. 

Since  my  last  Report,  litigation  has  occurred  in  relation  to 
one  of  the  public  squares  (Lafayette  Square,)  involving  the 
validity  of  the  acts  of  the  Commissioners  under  the  Van  Ness 
Ordinance  ;  and  another  case,  an  ejectment  for  a  part  of  Alamo 
Square  has  been  lately  instituted. 

The  parties  in  these  cases  adverse  to  the  City  and  County, 
claim  that  the  Commissioners  disregarded  the  terms  of  the 
Ordinance  restricting  such  reservations  to  2o  of  the  land  of  any 
one  occupant,  and  allege  that  in  the  instances  now  referred  to, 
the  Commissioners  disregarded  the  inhibitory  directions  of  the 
Ordinance,  and  arbitrarily  assigned  for  public  purposes  areas  of 
land  exceeding  the  proportions  of  private  possessions  above 
indicated. 

In  one  instance,  People,  ex  ral,  Bohen  v.  Holladay,  the  Court, 
(4th  District)  dismissed  the  bill  which  was  filed  in  behalf  of 
the  public  to  restrain  Defendant  from  enclosing  a  portion  of 
Lafayette  Square,  upon  the  ground  above  indicated. 

This  question  is  intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  final  determination,  either  upon  appeal  from  that 
decision,  or  in  a  new  proceeding  to  be  instituted  for  that 
purpose. 
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WIDENING  KEARNY  STREET. 

The  preliminary  orders  and  proceedings  under  charge  of  the 
Special  Counsel  for  the  City  and  County,  seem  to  have  been 
taken  with  great  care  and  patient  attention  to  the  details  of  the 
law  of  1863-4,  authorizing  this  improvement.  The  law  has 
been  carefully  examined  and  is  believed  to  afford  ample 
authority  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  to  furnish  complete 
and  efficient  machinery  for  the  early  execution  of  the  work. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  require  special  notices  to  all  persons 
interested  in  the  lands  intended  to  be  condemned  and  taken  for, 
the  proposed  improvement,  and  to  all  those  interested  in  lands 
included  in  the  District  to  be  charged  with  damages  and  costs 
of  the  improvement. 

To  ascertain  with  certainty  all  the  owners  of  such  lands,  ex- 
tended and  minute  examinations  of  the  Records  must  be  made, 
and  abstracts  of  title  prepared.  The  considerable  delay  that 
this  would  occasion  in  the  exclusive  charge  of  any  one  person, 
has  been  proposed  to  be  obviated  by  dividing  the  work  between 
at  least  two  competent  searchers,  and  this  proposal  has  been 
approved  by  the  Special  Counsel  and  myself,  upon  mature  con- 
sultation, subject,  of  course,  to  the  approbation  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

None'  of  the  steps  indicated  by  the  act  requiring  professional 
intervention  have  been  yet  required  to  be  taken,  except  the 
preparation  of  the  late  orders  of  your  honorable  Board,  and  ac- 
companying advice  recently  communicated  to  the  Board  through 
the  Special  Committee. 


PUEBLO  CASE. 

Since  my  last  Report,  this  case  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  by  the  Judge  of  the  United 
States  District  Court,  under  an  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  at  its  last  session. 


172     REPORT  OF  CITY  AND  COUNTY  ATTORNEY. 

The  first  of  October,  1864,  was  peremptorily  fixed  as  the  last 
day  for  briefs  to  be  filed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  the 
Counsel  for  the  City  and  County  having  filed  theirs  many 
months  ago.  The  case,  it  is  expected,  will  be  on  the  Calendar 
of  the  Circuit  Court  for  final  hearing  at  the  October  Term,  1864, 
and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  it  may  not  be  deter- 
mined during  the  same  term.

CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  OFFICE,  FIRE  DEPARTMENT,  > 
San  Francisco,  July  25th,  1864.      > 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 

City  and  County  of  San  Franci&co : — 

GENTLEMEN  :  In  compliance  with  Resolution  No.  3,449,  of 
your  honorable  body,  I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report, 
on  the  condition  and  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the 
fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1864. 

FIRES. 

During  the  year  past,  the  number  of  fires  of  any  considerable 
magnitude,  as  during  the  three  years  preceding,  have  been 
remarkably  limited,  and  loss  from  that  cause,  in  consequence 
small. 

The  only  fire  that  occurred,  which  was  not  subdued  through 
the  promptness  and  efficiency  of  the  members  of  the  department 
nearly  as  soon  as  it  showed  itself,  occurred  in  October  last,  in 
the  block  bounded  by  California,  Sacramento,  Davis  and  Drumm 
Streets.  This  fire  originated  in  a. cooper's  shop  about  half  after 
one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  buildings  in  the  vicinity 
being  all  of  wood,  it  spread  with  amazing  rapidity  to  the 
houses,  and  piles  of  dry  lumber  adjoining. 

The  members  of  the  Department,  as  usual,  were  promptly 
on  hand  with  their  apparatus,  but  unfortunately  for  them,  as 
well  as  the  owners  of  the  property,  a  scarcity  of  water  in  the 
hydrants,  and  the  low  state  of  the  water  in  the  bay,  (the  tide 
being  out  at  the  time,)  prevented  them  from  confining  it  to  the 
buildings  where  it  was  first  discovered. 
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As  the  fire  spread,  a  current  of  air  sprung  up,  apparently  to 
aid  it  in  the  work  of  destruction,  which,  from  the  causes  above 
set  forth,  the  firemen  were  unable  to  stay,  until  it  had  swept 
the  entire  triangular  block  ;  and  it  was  only  by  the  most  super- 
human efforts  that  they  succeeded  in  preventing  it  from  spread- 
ing southerly  across  California  street,  to  the  large  piles  of  dry 
lumber  lying  there,  apparently  ready  to  feed  the  devouring 
element. 

The  department  and  citizens  on  this  occasion  were  under 
many  obligations  to  Admiral  Popoff  of  H.  I.  M.  Navy,  for  the 
assistance  rendered  by  the  officers  and  men  sent  from  his  vessel, 
lying  in  the  harbor,  in  subduing  the  fire. 

The  fire  being  near  the  wharves,  they  were  early  on  the 
ground,  and  worked  with  the  most  determined  will,  in  assist- 
ing the  members  of  the  Department  to  man  their  engines,  or 
move  goods  arid  furniture  from  the  burning  buildings  to  a  place 
of  safety,  and  I  regret  to  say,  that  some  of  them,  being  more 
careful  of  the  property  of  our  citizens  than  of  themselves,  were 
quite  seriously  injured  by  the  falling  of  a  balcony. 

It  is  due  to  the  water  companies  to  state,  that  they  say  that 
the  water  was  not  shut  off  from  that  portion  of  the  city  when 
the  fire  broke  out,  but  if  such  was  the  case,  I  must  say  that 
the  supply  was  wholly  insufficient  for  the  apparatus  of  the 
Department,  and  would  recommend  that  hereafter  they  should 
be  required  to  lay  larger  sized  pipes  in  all  cases  were  hydrants 
are  attached. 

The  loss  by  this  fire  was  estimated  by  some  of  the  city 
papers  as  high  as  $125,000,  but  from  all  the  information  I 
have  been  able  to  acquire,  I  think  that  $100,000  is  a  full 
estimate. 

FIRE  TELEGRAPH. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  contract  has  been 
let  for  the  erection  of  a  Fire  Telegraph  in  this  city,  and  that 
the  work  on  the  same  will  commence  as  soon  as  the  material, 
which  is  now  on  the  way  from  the  east,  arrives. 
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As  it  is  designed  to  have  a  station  at  every  Engine,  Hook  and 
Ladder,  and  Hose  House,  as  well  as  other  accessible  points 
throughout  the  city,  I  deem  it  of  importance  that  lots  should 
be  secured  for  the  companies  about  to  be  moved,  so  that  no 
delay  will  occur  from  this  cause  when  the  work  of  putting  up 
the  wires  commence. 

With  proper  safeguards,  I  believe,  the  assistance  of  the 
telegraph  will  be  of -vast  benefit  to  the  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment, as  well  as  to  the  citizens  in  preserving  their  property. 

BADGES. 

Your  attention  has  been  so  'often  called  to  the  necessity  of 
providing  badges,  to  be  worn  by  the  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment at  fires  and  alarms,  but  without  any  beneficial  results, 
that  it  appears  like  a  waste  of  time  to  say  anything  on  the 
subject  again,  yet  my  duty,  and  the  universal  wish  of  the 
members  of  the  Department  compel  me  to  say  that  they  ought 
to  be  provided  at  once.  They  are  used  in  nearly  every 
Eastern  city,  with  beneficial  results,  and  I  learn  that  they  have 
recently  been  adopted  in  the  Virginia  City  Fire  Department. 

GUNPOWDER. 

Since  my  last  report,  your  honorable  body  passed  an  ordinance, 
in  regard  to  the  storing,  and  safe  keeping  of  gunpowder,  which 
was  very  much  required,  and  will  tend  greatly,  if  strictly 
enforced,  to  the  safety  of  life  and  property.  Before  its  passage, 
large  quantities  of  powder  had  been  found  at  different  times 
stored  in  stables,  outhouses  and  dwellings,  in  the  thickly 
populated  portions  of  the  city,  where  fires  were  likely  to  occur 
at  any  time,  the  results  of  which  might  have  been  of  the  most 
disastrous  character.  Since  its  passage,  no  palpable  violation 
has  occurred  to  my  knowledge,  though  it  has  been  suggested 
that  some  of  the  street  contractors  in  the  vicinity  of  Telegraph 
Hill  are  in  the  habit  of  having  more  powder  on  their  premises 
than  allowed  by  law. 
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UNPROTECTED  PROPERTY. 

Improvements  in  the  city  are  extending  so  rapidly  in  all 
directions,  that,  for  the  protection  of  property,  hydrants  should 
be  erected  at  every  available  point,  A  large  number  have  been 
set  during  the  past  year,  but  the  supply  has  hardly  kept  pace 
with  the  wants  of  the  city. 

A  complete  list  of  all  the  hydrants  in  the  city,  up  to  the 
present  time,  and  their  location,  is  annexed  to  this  report,  as 
it  is  of  considerable  importance  to  the  firemen  for  reference. 

COMPANIES  RUNNING  ON  SIDEWALKS. 

The  ordinance  passed  by  your  Board,  to  prevent  Companies 
from  running  their  apparatus  on  the  sidewalks,  has  had  a  bene- 
ficial effect ;  and  instances  of  its  violation  rarely  occur  except 
where  the  streets  are  in  a  bad  condition. 

CISTERNS. 

During  the  present  summer,  a  contract  to  repair  twenty-three 
of  the  Cisterns  used  by  the  Department,  that  were  in  bad  order, 
was  let  to  Mr.  John  Purcell,  and  the  work  has  been  done  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  they  are  now  in  good  condition,  being 
filled  and  ready  for  use  at  any  moment.  It  was  deemed  pru- 
dent to  take  this  course,  as  the  past  winter  was  remarkably 
dry,  and  some  apprehensions  were  felt  for  a  constant  supply  of 
water  at  all  times  in  the  Hydrants.  Only  three  Cisterns  remain 
in  bad  order,  to  wit :  one  corner  Powell  and  Bush,  one  corner 
Kearny  and  Pacific,  and  one  corner  Kearny  and  Post  streets, 
and  I  would  recommend  that  they  be  repaired  as  soon  as 
possible. 

HOSE. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  about  nine  thousand  feet  of  good 
Hose  in  use  by  the  different  Companies  of  the  Department,  and 
about  two  thousand  nine  hundred  feet  more  in  bad  condition. 

An  additional  quantity  of  Hose  is  required,  and  I  would  re- 
commend the  immediate  purchase  of  ten  thousand  feet  of  the 
best  double-riveted  Eastern  Hose.  Some  time  must  necessarily 
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elapse  before  it  can  be  landed  here,  and,  as  the  supply  of  good 
Hose  on  hand  is  limited,  the  order  for  its  purchase  should  be 
forwarded  at  once. 

The  increasing  use  of  powerful  Steam  Engines  in  the  Depart- 
ment, makes  it  necessary  that  a  good  supply  of  strong  new 
Hose  should  be  provided  for  them,  so  that,  when  in  service,  ac- 
cidents by  the  bursting  of  Hose,  and  the  delay  consequent 
thereon  in  replacing  a  defective  length,  oftentimes  at  the  most 
critical  moment  of  the  fire,  may  not  occur. 

BONFIRES. 

I  regret  to  say  that  alarms  from  Bonfires  during  the  year 
past  have  been  altogether  too  frequent,  causing  unnecessary 
labor  to  members  of  the  Department,  as  well  as  great  injury  to 
their  apparatus.  An  ordinance  exists  against  the  making  of 
bonfires,  and  I  hope  hereafter,  that  citizens,  as  well  as  firemen 
and  policemen,  will  assist  in  having  the  guilty  parties  arrested 
and  punished,  on  every  occasion  that  they  can  be  caught,  and  I 
would  esteem  it  a  favor  to  receive  such  information  as  would 
lead  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  guilty  of  that 
offence.

OFFICE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CITY  ENGINEERS,      ) 
San  Francisco,  July  30,  1864.  $ 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN  :  In  Compliance  with  Resolution  No.  3,449, 
passed  by  your  honorable  body,  this  Board  has  the  honor  to 
report,  that  immediately  upon  the  approval  of  the  Act 
re-creating  the  Board  of  City  Engineers,  they  proceeded  to 
complete  their  labors.  Since  that  time,  a  system  of  grades  has 
been  recommended  for  the  entire  "  Western  Addition,"  em- 
braced between  Kate  street  on  the  south,  Larkin  street  on  the 
east,  Lone  Mountain  Cemetery  and  the  Government  Reserve  on 
the  west,  and  the  water  front  on  the  north.  Many  of  the  grades 
for  the  "  Mission  District"  have  been  recommended,  and  this 
Board  are  now  occupied  in  completing  this  part  of  their  labor. 
The  "  Potrero  Nuevo"  has  been  examined  several  times,  and 
grades  will  be  recommended  for  this  district.  A  few  more 
monuments  will  be  placed  in  the  "  100-vara  survey"  south  of 
Market  street,  which  will  finish  a  complete  and  thorough 
establishment  of  the  intersections  of  the  streets  on  the  entire 
portion  of  the  City,  and  in  a  northerly  direction,  for  a  mile 
beyond  the  present  charter  line. 

This  Board  are  now  busily  engaged  in  preparing  the  maps, 
profiles,  tabular  statements,  explanations,  &c.,  &c.,  to  accompany 
their  final  Repcrt,  which  they  hope  before  long  to  present  in  a 
clear  and  concise  manner,  for  the  consideration  of  your  honorable 
body.

CITY  ENGINEER'S  FINAL  REPORT. 


OFFICE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CITY  ENGINEERS,      > 
San  Francisco,  October  4,  1864.  ) 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN  :  The  work  contemplated  under  the  Acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State,  approved  April  26,  1862,  and  April  4, 
1864,  having  been  completed,  the  Board  of  City  Engineers  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  submit  their 

FINAL  REPORT. 

"  As  soon  as  practicable,"  after  the  passage  of  the  first  of  the 
above  Acts,  we  proceeded  to  ascertain  the  position  of  two  iron 
monuments  placed  in  1849  on  the  centre  line  of  Kearny  street, 
one  being  on  the  south  line  of  California  street,  and  the  other 
on  what  was  supposed  to  be  the  50-vara  line  between  Vallejo 
and  Green  streets.  We  found  from  the  location  of  the  "  El 
Dorado"  on  the  south-east  corner  of  Washington  and  Kearny 
streets,  that  these  monuments  had  not  been  disturbed,  and  stood 
exactly  in  the  centre  of  Kearny  street,  and  also  that  the  one 
representing  the  south  line  of  California  street  was  correct. 
Having  by  these  examinations  satisfied  ourselves  that  this  was 
"  the  original  base  line  of  the  city  survey,"  we  then  extended 
the  streets,  and  marked  their  intersections  by  iron  pins  and 
substantial  stakes.  Within  the  district  embraced  between 
Larkin  street  and  Johnson  or  9th  street,  and  the  water  front, 
we  located  all  the  corners  and  many  of  the  intermediate 
buildings,  and  in  doing  so,  a  series  of  difficulties  presented 
themselves.  A  Map  marked  A  accompanying  this  Report  is 
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submitted  for  your  examination.  It  will  be  seen  by  this  Map, 
that  to  follow  rigidly,  the  correct  lines  of  the  streets,  will  work  a 
hardship  on  a  large  proportion  of  the  property  improved.  There 
are  but  a  few  buildings  on  any  of  the  streets  which  are  correctly 
placed.  Why  this  is  so,  is  manifest,  as  heretofore  no  correct  lines 
of  the  streets  had  been  ascertained,  and  Surveyors  were  obliged 
to  do  the  best  they  could,  and  come  as  near  the  lines  as-possible. 
They  have  now  been  correctly  ascertained,  and  monuments 
of  stone,  iron  and  wood  are  placed  at  most  of  the  intersections 
of  the  streets,  over  the  entire  portion  of  the  city.  To  re- 
commend that  the  absolute  lines  of  the  streets  as  they  were  de- 
signed to  be  in  the  original  survey  of  the  city,  be  adopted,  woul 
seem  to  conflict  with  a  great  proportion  of  the  property,  and  it  is 
conceived,  without  doing  any  good.  A  system  can  be  adopted, 
by  which  the  trouble  can  be  reconciled  in  a  great  measure,  but 
this  Board,  after  having  advised  with  the  proper  authorities, 
are  of  the  opinion  that  to  alter  the  sizes  of  the  blocks  to  fit  the 
property  better,  and  to  change  the  widths  of  some  of  the  streets, 
as  would  have  to  be  done  to  harmonize  the  discrepancies,  should 
rather  emanate  from  your  honorable  body.  By  a  careful 
examination  of  all  the  corners  now  built  upon,  some  may  be 
selected  which  are  nearest  correct,  and  an  order  may  be  passed 
by  your  Honorable  Board  legalizing  them  and  making  them  the 
official  corners.  It  has  been  suggested  by  the  City  Attorney, 
that,  before  any  final  action  is  taken  in  the  matter,  a  Committee 
from  vour  Honorable  Board  be  appointed  to  consult  with  this 
Board  upon  this  subject,  and  we  desire  that  it  may  be  done. 

A  Map  marked  B  is  also  submitted  for  your  examination. 
This  Map  shows  the  exact  location  of  the  monuments  and  their 
kind.  Great  care  and  pains  were  taken  in  locating  and  setting 
these  monuments,  and  they  are  known  to  be  correct.  250 
stone,  200  iron  and  400  wood  monuments  have  been  placed. 

In  reference  to  the  survey  of  the  "  Potrero  Nuevo,"  two 
petitions  were  received  by  this  Board,  praying,  that  what  is 
called  the  "  Mission  Survey"  might  be  extended  over  the 
Potrero.  This  Board,  after  carefully  considering  the  matter, 
and  frequent  examinations  of  the  ground,  concluded  that  a  much 
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better  division  of  the  property  could  be  made  by  continuing  the 
streets  of  the  Mission  Survey  through  the  Potrero,  and  they 
have  accordingly  done  so,  as  exhibited  on  the  complete  Map  of 
the  City.  This  Map  accompanies  this  Report.  They  also 
show  on  this  Map  a  connection  between  the  Potrero  Survey, 
and  the  southern  portion  of  the  "  100-vara  Survey,"  which  in 
their  judgment  is  the  best  way  it  can  be  done.  The  right  to 
build  a  bridge  from  the  foot  of  Fourth  street  to  its  intersection 
with  Kentucky  street,  and  along  and  upon  Kentucky 
street  to  the  Potrero,  was  granted  at  a  recent  Session 
of  the  Legislature  to  some  parties,  and  the  work  is  in 
progress.  This  would  seem  to  define  at  this  point  the  City 
Front,  and  the  Map  shows  the  connections  growing  out  of  this. 
Monuments  have  been  placed  on  the  Potrero,  indicating  the  old 
survey,  as  well  as  the  new  one,  so  that  in  either  event,  the  lines 
of  the  streets  are  preserved.  Profiles  and  grades  have  also  been 
made  in  both  cases,  and  when  the  plan  is  decided  upon,  they 
can  be  submitted  for  your  final  action.  As  some  evidence  of 
the  extent  of  the  work  of  re-surveying  this  City,  this  Board 
would  state,  that  they  have  measured  with  a  rod  13  feet  9 
inches  long,  graduated  to  the  United  States  standard  of  measure, 
a  fraction  over  217  miles.  This  is  besides  the  vast  amount  of 
measurements  taken  to  locate  the  corners  and  intermediate 
buildings.  Levels  have  been  taken  on  each  side  and  centre  of 
the  streets,  over  the  "  Western  Addition"  "  Mission  and  Potrero 
Surveys,"  and  grades  recommended  for  a  total  distance  of  over 
141  miles. 

GRADES. 

This  part  of  our  work  has  received  a  great  deal  of  examination 
and  thought.  The  grades  we  have  recommended,  it  is  believed, 
will  answer  the  purposes  designed  for  all  time  to  come. 

This  Board  have  kept  steadily  in  view  three  prominent  con- 
siderations, which  were,  1st.  To  secure  good  and  sufficient 
drainage,  2nd,  To  do  as  little  injury  as  possible  to  property* 
either  in  cutting  down  or  filling  up,  and  3d.  To  make  all  grades 
accessible  or  rather  practicable,  and  to  avoid  such  elevations 
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and  depressions  as  now  exist  within  what  is  called  the  "  50-vara 
survey,"  or  east  of  Larkin  street.  To  some  of  the  grades  ob- 
jections have  been  made,  and  in  every  case  where  it  could  be 
done  consistently,  we  have  changed  them  to  suit  the  views  of 
the  property  owners.  They  are  now  believed  to  stand  without 
objection,  and  this  Board  can  see  no  reason  why  extensive  and 
permanent  improvements  cannot  be  commenced  and  carried  on 
over  the  entire  portion  of  the  City  limits. 

It  is  a  matter  to  be  regretted,  that  during  the  lifetime  of  this 
Board  some  changes  could  not  have  been  made  (so  clearly  for 
the  benefit  of  the  property)  within  the  limits  where  the  grades 
have  already  been  fixed.  Complaints  are  frequently  made  to 
this  Board  on  this  subject,  but  they  are  unfortunately  power- 
less so  far  as  any  change  is  concerned.  A  Law  should  be  passed 
at  the  next  Session  of  the  Legislature,  giving  to  your  honorable 
body  the  power  to  change  such  grades  as  are  manifestly  wrong, 
upon  proper  petition  of  the  property  owners  interested. 

The  commencement  of  this  work  was  delayed  more  than  we 
intended,  simply  for  the  reason  that  there  were  no  instruments 
to  be  had  on  this  coast  fit  to  do  the  work.  We  were  obliged  to 
order  them  made,  and  the  work  was  commenced  as  soon  as  they 
could  be  furnished.  The  four  months  immediately  succeeding  the 
passage  of  the  first  Act  creating  this  Board,  was  spent  in  ex- 
aminations and  surveys  upon  petitions  for  changes  of  grade, 
many  of  which  were  recommended.  It  is  to  be  regretted  also, 
that  the  out-door  work  was  necessarily  stopped  on  the  1st  of 
October,  1863,  as  at  that  time  we  were  right  in  the  middle  of 
it,  and  when  resumed  we  found  many  of  our  lines  and 
points  disturbed,  and  in  a  great  number  of  cases  entirely 
obliterated.  This  fact  has  caused  the  work  to  cost  more  than 
it  otherwise  would.  The  last  Law,  approved  April  4,  1864, 
provides  that  the  City  shall  furnish  the  instruments  necessary 
to  carry  on  this  work. 

The  appropriation  of  $8,000  was  not  sufficient  to  complete 
the  work,  for  the  reason  given  above,  that  is,  that  it  took  at 
least  two  months  with  a  party  of  men  to  put  the  work  where 
it  was  when  stopped  on  the  1st  of  October,  1863. 
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If  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $8,000,  is  to  be  taken  what 
this  Board  have  already  paid  out  for  instruments,  it  will  leave 
us  very  small  compensation  for  our  labor.  Had  we  been  at  all 
disposed  to  be  mercenary,  and  to  secure  to  ourselves  the  amount 
we  were  entitled  to,  we  might  have  stopped  the  work  two  or 
three  months  since  unfinished.  Such,  however,  has  not  been 
our  desire.  We  have  felt  a  great  interest  in  the  work,  and 
were  determined  to  do  it  faithfully  and*  well,  if  the  entire  ap- 
propriation had  been  spent  for  assistants.  We  preferred  to  do 
the  entire  work,  and  to  do  it  well,  and  rely  upon  your 
honorable  body  to  make  provision  for  our  compensation. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  City  Engineers  desire  to  express, 
as  well  to  this,  as  the  former  Board  of  Supervisors,  their  thanks 
for  the  uniform  kindness  with  which  they  have  ever  been 
treated,  and  also  for  many  valuable  suggestions  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  work,  which,  from  time  to  time  they  have  been 
made  the  recipients.

HARBOR  MASTER'S  REPORT. 


HARBOR  MASTER'S  OFFICE,  > 

San  Francisco,  July  16,  1864.  > 

To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the   City  and  County  of  San  Francisco : 

GENTLEMEN  :  In  accordance  with  your  directions,  herewith 
is  submitted  my  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1864. 

In  my  last  report,  the  condition  of  the  water-front,  and  of 
the  tenures  occupied  thereon,  was  particularly  set  forth  :  since 
that  time  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  have 
organized,  and  after  some  litigation,  succeeded  in  getting 
possession  of  the  following  wharves :  North  Point,  Vallejo, 
Jackson,  Washington,  Clay  and  Mission  streets,  those  remain, 
ing  are  under  the  control  of  the  same  parties  heretofore  report- 
ed. Jackson  street  wharf  is  unapproachable,  from  the  fact 
that  the  street  itself  has  fallen  in,  (between  Drumm  and  East 
streets)  its  whole  width.  Vallejo  street  wharf  tumbled  in  last 
autumn,  and  it  being  one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the  city, 
great  inconvenience  was  experienced  by  shipping,  for  the  want 
of  room  to  discharge  their  cargoes :  the  Commissioners  have 
now  rebuilt  the  wharf  in  a  very  substantial  manner,  as  also 
they  have  extended  Mission  street  to  the  distance  of  600  feet, 
as  the  law  directs.  Since  these  improvements,  vessels  suffer  less 
inconvenience  for  the  want  of  dock-room  ;  still  at  times,  many 
vessels  are  waiting  accommodation,  and  to  meet  such  wants, 
the  Commissioners  have  advertised  for  lease,  the  outside  half 
of  the  water-front  streets  in  the  localities  deemed  most  avail- 
able for  the  purpose. 

The  water-front  bill  was  so  amended  by  the  last  Legislature, 
that  the  outside  streets  shall  be  of  a  uniform  width  of  150 
feet  the  outside,  75  feet  to  be  dedicated  to  the  uses  of  com- 
merce, and  the  inside  75  feet  for  the  purposes  of  travel ;  by 
this  it  would  appear,  that  the  inner  half  is  under  control  of 
the  City  authorities,  and  the  outer  half  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Commissioners;  and  if  so,  an  understanding  should  be 
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had  between  your  Honorable  Board  and  the  Commissioners, 
so  that  a  solid  and  permanent  front  may  be  secured,  and  tem- 
porary expedients  and  patchwork,  if  possible,  avoided. 

The  front,  at  present,  is  in  a  shameful  condition,  and  the 
sooner  the  finances  will  permit  of  something  being  done  for 
its  improvement,  the  more  it  will  contribute  to  the  saving  of 
life  and  property,  and  the  more,  also,  redound  to  the  credit  of 
the  City  and  State. 

Appended,  is  a  tabular  statement  of  the  arrivals  for  the  year, 
showing  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  commerce  of  the  port, 
and  a  corresponding  increase  of  revenue  to  the  City.  A  state- 
ment of  which  is  also  appended.

The  foregoing  statistics  will  show  in  figures  the  business 
done  during  the  year,  but  do  not  convey  a  just  idea  of  the 
amount  of  reformation  going  on,  but  I  am  happy  to  say 
that  with  the  correspondence  kept  up  with  those  indentured 
and  their  masters,  besides  the  history  of  the  pupils  upon  the 
records,  and  our  personal  knowledge  of  them,  that  we  are  much 
encouraged  with  the  good  results  of  the  School  upon  the  idle  and 
vicious  youth  of  our  Cosmopolitan  City,  judging  from  the  short 
time  since  the  organization  of  the  Institution  in  1859,  to  the 
present.  For  it  was  a  lamentable  fact  that  at  that  time  our 
city  was  threatened  with  a  large  number  of  growing  criminals, 
whose  goal  would  be  the  State  Prison  or  gallows,  an  evil, 
which  by  our  labor  of  love,  we  may  safely  say,  we  have  been 
successful  in  averting.  Those  boys  most  adventurous  have 
chosen  to  be  shipped  in  the  naval  or  merchant  service,  and 
enlisted  in  the  army.  They  have  the  material  courage  to  make 
good  soldiers  or  sailors,  and  by  learning  to  obey  they  will  in 
time  merit  command. 
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It  is  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  regret  that  I  am  called  on 
to  record  the  death  of  our  late  worthy  President,  Christian  O. 
Grerberding,  a  gentleman,  whose  loss  as  a  co-laborer,  is  severely 
felt  by  the  Department.  His  amiable  deportment  and  untiring 
efforts  for  the  welfare  of  the  Institution  has  won  for  him  the 
title  of  philanthropist.  May  his  bright  example  be  as  a  shining 
mark  to  his  successors. 

The  Act  establishing  the  Industrial  School  was  amended  by  the 
last  Legislature,  in  giving  power  to  County  Officers  throughout 
the  State  to  arrest  escapes  and  deliver  them  up,  and  providing  for 
the  payment  of  all  expenses  thus  incurred.  Authority  was 
also  given  our  County  Auditor  to  audit,  and  our  County 
Treasurer  to  pay  an  additional  appropriation  of  $15,000  towards 
the  erection  of  the  new  building  now  in  progress,  making 
together  with  the  appropriation  of  the  previous  year,  a  total  of 
$23,000.  The  sum  of  $300  per  annum  was  also  authorized  to 
be  paid  for  medical  services,  should  such  amount  be  required ; 
but  I  am  happy  to  state  that  an  average  of  $50  per  annum 
would  defray  all  such  expenses  heretofore  incurred,  and  we 
hope  no  such  amount  as  that  authorized  to  be  paid,  may  be 
required,  as  the  health  of  the  Institution  continues  remarkably 
good,  not  a  death  having  occurred  there  out  of  352  inmates, 
and  during  a  period  of  five  years.  The  appropriation  was 
asked  for,  to  provide  against  any  emergency — such  as  an 
epidemic — that  may  at  any  time  arise.  Our  members  are 
rapidly  increasing,  and  necessarily  our  current  expenses,  yet  we 
confidently  expect  for  a  long  time  to  come,  to  live  within  the 
same  amount  allowed  us  some  five  years  ago. 

It  was  my  lot  to  be  upon  the  Committee  Hospitals,  etc.,  in 
the  Senate  of  last  year,  and  it  became  my  duty  to  invite  the 
Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  to  visit  our 
Institution.  They  had  already  visited  the  State  Keform  School 
at  Marysville,  and  the  comparisons  drawn  by  them  were  greatly 
in  favor  of  ours.  The  Committee  had  a  conference  with  our 
Board  in  open  Session,  and  they  commended  the  economy  of 
our  School,  and  discussed  the  propriety  of  discontinuing  the 
State  Reform  School.  A  Report  from  them  to  the  Legislature 
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was  made,  and  a  bill  framed  for  that  purpose,  but  for  reasons 
of  great  delay  in  the  business  of  the  Session,  and  it  being  con- 
tingent upon  a  caguate  bill  providing  for  the  use  of  the 
Marysville  building  for  Hospital  purposes,  it  was  postponed, 
although  freely  discussed  in  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature- 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  next  Legislature  will  see  the 
propriety  of  making  this  change,  which  is  of  much  more  con- 
sequence to  the  State  than  to  us. 

The  number  of  inmates  is  increasing  rapidly  with  the 
popularity  of  the  School,  in  some  degree  attributed  to  the 
mistaken  notion  prevailing  with  many  parents  and  guardians 
that  the  School  was  founded  for  the  reception  of  truant  and 
obstinate  children,  committed  by  them  for  a  brief  period  and 
subject  to  their  demand,  which  information  is  given  them  by 
the  police  and  those  connected  with  our  Courts,  who  should 
know  better ;  when  the  fact  is,  that  all  who  are  committed  are 
for  the  term  during  their  minority  under  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  who  may  indenture,  discharge  or  give  leave 
of  absence  for  a  limited  time,  after  this  Board  is  assured  that 
such  pupils  are  reformed,  for  which  purpose  they  are  received, 
and  the  Institution  founded.  The  annoyance  to  the  Board  by 
personal  importunities  is  very  great,  and  to  the  President  in 
particular  on  this  account.  I  will  not  ask  a  change  of  action 
immediately,  as  there  are  exceptions,  where  great  good  has  been 
accomplished  by  short  terms  of  confinements  within  the  walls 
of  our  Institution — such  as  truant  and  unruly  children.  A  little 
more  experience  will  perhaps  show  us  if  abuses  do  exist  that 
will  interfere  with  the  discipline  of  the  School,  as  there  are  none 
quicker  of  perception  than  the  inmates  to  discover  any  indis- 
cretions in  allowing  leave  of  absence  or  the  discharge  of  pupils 
to  their  parents  or  guardians  before  they  become  sufficiently 
reformed. 

During  the  year,  proposals  to  Architects  for  the  furnishing 
of  plans,  for  the  erection  of  a  north  wing,  and  improvements  in 
the  old  buildings,  were  called  for  and  received,  and  after  proper 
competition,  those  of  Messrs.  Wood  &  Macy  were  adopted,  and 
the  services  of  those  gentlemen  engaged.  Some  delays  occurred. 
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when  proposals  for  building  were  advertised,  and  fourteen  bids 
were  received  for  the  erection  of  the  necessary  improvements. 
Mr.  Lyman  Fenn  was  the  successful  bidder  for  the  erection  of 
the  north  wing  at  $11,780 — with  good  and  sufficient  sureties 
to  complete  the  same ;  the  alterations  in  the  south  wing  was 
also  let  to  the  same  party  at  ^3,000.  The  Report  of  the  next 
fiscal  year  will  contain  a  proper  showing  of  the  disbursements 
from  appropriations  made  for  this  purpose.  These  improvements 
will  afford  ample  accommodations  for  about  250  inmates,  which 
number  is  about  two-thirds  more  than  there  is  now  in  the 
School,  besides  workshops,  school-rooms,  bathing-rooms,  hos- 
pitals, dormitories  and  a  correctional  department.  A  great  im- 
provement will  be  accomplished  by  the  removal  of  the  objection- 
able cells  now  in  the  south  wing,  except  a  limited  number  on 
the  east  side  of  the  ground  floor  to  be  used  for  the  confinement 
of  those  who  may  be  deemed  incorrigible.  On  the  west  side 
of  the  same  floor  will  be  a  large  recreation  room  during 
inclement  weather  ;  while  the  new  second  story  will  be  a  large, 
well  ventilated,  open  dormitory,  where  the  boys  will  be  in  full 
view  of  the  officers  on  duty.  The  benefits  arising  from  this 
change  alone  will  be  great — preventing  secret  practices  and 
not  inuring  the  inmates  to  a  life  in  an  iron-barred  cell  as  at 
present — the  greater  part  of  whom  have  never  committed 
crime. 

For  the  better  discipline  of  the  School,  the  boys  are  provided 
with  wooden  guns  which  are  to  be  finished  at  the  Institution  at 
little  cost.  Mr.  Smith,  an  efficient  Teacher,  has  the  boys  under 
drill  daily,  and  they  feel  fully  up  to  the  military  spirit  we  seek 
to  encourage. 

The  very  kind  offices  shown  by  our  colleague  Wm.  Gr. 
Badger,  Esq.,  in  collecting  for  the  pupils,  pictorials  and  books, 
besides  his  efforts  in  the  Sunday  School,  having  friends  to  visit 
and  address  the  children  upon  moral  subjects  twice  every  month, 
is  fully  appreciated  by  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  From 
the  services  of  the  clergymen  who  visit  the  Institution  every 
second  Sunday,  for  the  general  purpose  of  lecturing  the  boys  on 
sound  morals,  and  particularly  to  instruct  in  the  tenets  of  their 
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faith  a  large  class  of  Catholic  children,  whose  parents  are  of  all 
nationalities,  and  who  desire  such  teaching  to  their  children, 
great  practical  benefits  may  be  expected  in  the  reformation  of 
vicious  minds. 

The  Female  Department  under  the  matronly  care  of  Mrs. 
Sheldon  has  progressed  as  well  as  could  be  expected  under  the 
circumstances  of  lacking  facilities  of  room,  being  over  crowded. 
For  many  reasons  the  girls  are  not  so  easily  reformed  as  the 
boys.  Many  instances  occur  where  both  girls  and  boys  return 
from  good  places  without  cause,  perhaps  for  the  reason  of  more 
work  being  required  of  them,  than  was  exacted  by  us  not  having 
as  yet  regular  workshops  for  them.  They  prefer  the  Institution 
as  a  home,  leaving  their  places  upon  the  slightest  pretence. 
Upon  this  point  I  would  ask  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  in 
devising  some  plan  of  employment  for  the  pupils  when  the  new 
buildings  are  erected.  It  will  cure  in  a  measure  the  demoral- 
izing effects  of  such  returns,  besides,  many  kinds  of  labor  can 
be  made  immediately  profitable  to  the  Institution  and  useful  in 
after  life  to  the  pupils.  Our  excellent  Superintendent,  Mr. 
George  L.  Lynde,  having  a  large  experience  in  one  of  the  best 
regulated  Institutions  in  the  East,  is  fully  alive  to  the  importance 
of  this  subject,  and  we  must  expect  that  he  will  aid  us  much 
in  our  plans. 

By  reference  to  the  Auditor's  Report,  it  will  be  found  that 
the  revenue  from  the  sale  of  produce  grown  upon  the  farm  has 
materially  diminished  this  year,  owing  in  great  part  to  the 
neglect  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose  Railroad  Company 
in  not  providing  fences  and  cattle  guards,  when  urged  by  us, 
officially  so  to  do,  causing  damages  to  the  amount  of  several 
hundred  dollars  by  cattle  destroying  the  crops. 

Last  year,  the  Company,  through  their  President,  Judge 
Dame,  made  arrangements  by  a  verbal  agreement  with  our 
Board  in  Session,  that  in  consideration  of  the  right  of  way 
through  our  lands  during  their  charter,  they  would  place  a 
station  near  our  grounds  and  transport  all  supplies,  and  furnish 
free  passes  to  the  officers  of  the  Institution.  I  regret  it  has  not 
been  confirmed  yet  by  the  Company,  making  it  very  incon- 
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venient  and  expensive  to  reach  the  Institution  by  those  connected 
with  it.  An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  allowing  us  to 
grant  by  deed  the  strip  of  land  for  such  purpose,  and  we  hope 
no  further  delays  may  occur  to  prevent  the  consummation  of 
a  great  public  requirement.

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The  past  year  will  be  notable  in  the  annals  of  our  public 
schools,  for  the  munificent  appropriations  made  for  the  erec- 
tion of  schoolhouses,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  school  accom- 
modations, the  supply  of  school  furniture,  apparatus  and  other 
educational  appliances,  and  as  a  consequence  of  this  liberal 
expenditure,  for  the  rapid  increase  of  the  school  attendance. 

Never  before  were  the  inestimable  benefits  of  education  en- 
joyed by  so  many  of  the  children  of  this  city.  At  no  former 
period  was  the  instruction  offered  by  our  schools,  so  thorough 
and  systematic,  and  so  nearly  assimilated  in  its  style  and  quali- 
ty, to  the  modes  of  teaching  recommended  by  the  best  educa- 
tional authority  of  our  country. 

Recognizing  the  superior  excellence  of  the  school  systems 
of  Boston  and  Chicago,  and  wisely  availing  themselves  of  the 
wisdom  and  experience  of  the  distinguished  educators  in  those 
cities,  our  Board  have  labored  earnestly  to  make  the  schools  of 
this  city  exhibit  the  chief  merits  of  their  illustrious  models. 

Among  the  most  conspicuous  of  their  labors  in  this  direc- 
tion, may  be  included  the  plans  of  the  schoolhouses  newly 
erected,  and  the  successful  introduction  of  a  new  course  of 
study  into  the  schools. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  former,  we  have  the  substantial 
and  commodious  schoolhouse  on  Bush  street,  which  was  ori- 
ginally modeled  after  the  best  reputed  school  buildings  of  Bos- 
ton. Had  all  the  features  of  the  original  copy  been  retained 
in  our  building,  there  would  have  been  some  diminution  in  its 
seating  capacity  and  ornamentation,  but  greater  convenience 
and  comfort  to  the  school,  than  now  exist,  would  have  result- 
ed. School  architecture  has  attained  to  the  dignity  of  a  spe- 
cial science,  to  which  eminent  men  have  devoted  so  much  time 
and  attention,  that  there  is  now  left  no  palliation  for  experi- 
mental blunders  in  devising  plans  for  schoolhouses. 

The  new  school  building  in  process  of  erection  on  Fifth 
street,  designed  to  accommodate  300  pupils,  will  preserve,  we 
are  confident,  all  the  merit  of  Boston  school  architecture,  and 
will  exhibit  not  a  few  superior  advantages.  To  Boston,  how- 
ever, our  indebtedness  is  not  confined.  To  Chicago,  we  owe 
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mainly  the  course  of  study  that  has  been  used  here  during  the 
past  two  years.  The  few  alterations  made  in  that  course, 
were  suggested  by  our  local  experience,  supplemented  by  New 
York  and  Boston  school  practice.  The  regulations  of  our 
schools,  plans  of  classification,  examination,  and  promotion  of 
pupils,  do  not  differ  essentially  from  those  adopted  by  the  best 
regulated  school  departments  of  the  Eastern  States. 

Our  school  system  was  inaugurated  under  the  most  favorable 
auspices.  Its  founders  were  men  of  liberal  culture,  zealous  in 
the  cause  of  education  and  familiar  with  the  public  school 
systems  of  New  England. 

Started  under  these  fortunate  circumstances,  and  aided  con- 
stantly by  the  matured  and  costly  experience  of  other  school 
departments,  it  is  not  strange  that  the  career  of  'our  schools, 
during  the  twelve  years  of  their  existence,  should  have  been 
distinguished  for  its  sure  and  rapid  progress. 

That  their  future  advancement  will  continue  unabated,  we 
have  reason  to  believe,  from  the  higher  standard  of  scholarship 
evinced  at  each  later  examination  of  the  schools ;  the  regularity 
with  which  the  pupils  are  promoted  from  class  to  class ;  the 
increasing  attendance  upon  the  schools,  which  are  yearly  sup- 
plied with  greater  conveniences,  more  improved  furniture,  ap- 
paratus, charts,  etc.,  and,  finally,  from  the  increasing  proportion 
of  well  qualified  teachers  engaged  in  the  schools. 

And  whilst  within  the  schools  the  evidences  of  healthy  pro- 
gress and  successful  improvement  are  abundant,  in  the  outward 
circumstances  of  the  schools,  sure  signs  of  prosperity  are  not 
wanting. 

All  claims  against  the  School  Fund  have  been  paid  at  matur- 
ity ;  and  notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  expenses  incurred 
last  year  for  building,  furniture  and  supplies,  the  City  Treasur- 
er reported,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  a  cash  balance  in  the 
School  Fund  of  $24,935,  or  a  true  balance  of  $12,040  69,  as- 
suming payment  of  all  outstanding  demands. 

The  financial  prospects  for  the  present  school  year,  are  most 
cheering  to  all  who  "  fail  not  to  recognize  in  our  free  public 
schools,  that  solid  foundation  upon  which  alone  a  public  state 
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can  be  erected,  secure  against  any  and  every  storm  that  may 
assail  it  from  without." 

SCHOOL    FINANCES. 

The  entire  school  revenue  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  was 
$214,463  03,  as  reported  by  the  City  Treasurer.  To  this 
amount  should  be  added  $22,505  84,  the  balance  of  the  pre- 
vious year's  fund,  which  will  make  a  total  of  $236,968  87. 

The  school  tax  for  1863-64,  was  fixed  at  twenty  cents  on 
the  $100.  Had  thirty-five  cents  been  levied,  as  was  allowed 
by  law,  the  school  fund  would  have  been  increased  $82,500  00, 
or,  deducting  the  $60,000  transferred  from  the  General  Fund 
into  the  School  Fund,  in  consideration  of  the  reduction  of  the 
school  tax,  this  Department  would  have  realized  $22,000  ad- 
ditional. 

In  this  transaction,  the  Board  were  influenced  partly  by  a 
peculiar  force  of  circumstances,  but  mostly  by  a  regard  for  the 
wishes  and  demands  of  their  fellow  citizens,  who  were  becom- 
ing unusually  restive  under,  what  seemed  a  few  years  ago,  an 
insupportable  burden  of  federal,  state  and  city  taxation.  Our 
generous  public,  in  cheerfully  consenting  this  year  to  the  full 
rate  of  school  tax,  and  in  soliciting  the  Legislature  for  an  un- 
conditional appropriation  of  $60,000  from  the  Municipal  funds 
to  the  school  treasury,  manifested  a  proper  appreciation  of  the 
public  spirit  of  the  Board. 

As  occasion  sometimes  requires  that  the  revenue  of  the 
School  Department  should  be  estimated,  in  order  that  its  ex_ 
penditures  may  be  properly  adjusted  and  judiciously  made,  it 
may  not  be  useless  to  submit  some  facts  in  relation  to  the 
subject. 

The  Legislature  of  1863,  authorized  the  Board  of  Education 
"  To  determine  the  amount  of  taxation,  not  exceeding  35  cents 
on  each  $100's  valuation  upon  the  assessment  roll,  to  be  raised 
by  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  within  the  city 
and  county,  not  exempt  from  taxation,  for  the  establishment 
and  support  of  Free  Public  Schools  therein." 
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To  levy  and  collect  the  amount  of  tax  so  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. Prior  to  1863,  the  question  was  raised  whether  or  not 
.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were  required  to  levy  and  collect 
whatever  school  tax  the  Board  of  Education  might  fix  within 
the  limit  of  the  35  cents.  The  conflict  between  the  two 
Boards,  on  this  subject,  cannot  occur  again,  whilst  the  revised 
school  law  continues  in  force. 

The  school  revenue  from  poll  taxes  is  variable :  in  1862,  it 
reached  the  sum  of  $6,222  75;  last  year  it  declined  to  $3,726. 

When  a  poll  tax  becomes  delinquent,  one  dollar  is  added,  of 
which  when  paid,  75  cents  passes  into  the  School  Fund.  There- 
fore, it  results,  that  the  fewer  the  delinquent  poll  taxes,  the 
smaller  the  school  profit. 

During  the  past  three  years,  the  Board  have  collected  rents 
from  the  tenements  on  50-vara  301,  and  ground  rent  from  the 
frame  building  on  50-vara  1023.  This  source  of  revenue 
might  readily  be  sustained  and  materially  increased  by  leasing 
the  Market  street  frontage  of  100-vara  lot  128,  for  a  ten  years' 
lease  of  which  $36,000  was  not  long  since  offered. 

The  revenue  attainable  from  the  sale  of  unoccupied  school 
lots  is  small.  The  only  school  sites  unnecessarily  large,  are  the 
two  100-vara  lots  128  and  174 ;  whilst  there  are  a  few  other 
smaller  lots,  some  occupied,  and  others  not,  that  are  unfit  for 
school  sites.  From  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  this  property,  the 
Department  might  realize,  in  case  of  urgent  necessity,  a  large 
amount  of  funds.  The  sale  of  lot  345  was  considered  judicious, 
inasmuch  as  the  location  was  too  inaccessible  for  children,  and 
apart  from  the  cost  of  partially  grading  the  street  in  front, 
$6,054,  other  unavoidable  expenses  of  grading  would  have 
nearly  doubled  the  market  value  of  the  lot. 

The  State  School  Fund,  which  is  apportioned  semi-annually, 
is  considered  as  a  fixed  source  of  revenue  to  the  schools,  al- 
though the  Legislature  of  1862,  having  failed  to  discharge  its 
obligations  to  this  fund,  the  schools  did  not,  that  year,  receive 
any  of  the  State  funds,  to  which,  by  the  laws  of  Congress  they 
were  entitled. 
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This  fund  was  created  by  the  sale  of  the  500,000  acres  of 
land  granted  to  this  State  by  Act  of  Congress  in  1852.  An 
additional  grant  of  the  3  3th  and  36th  sections  in  each  town- 
ship, was  made  by  Congress  in  1853. 

The  proceeds  of  these  sales  have  all  been  diverted  from 
their  legitimate  purpose.  The  fund  has  a  recognized,  not  an 
actual  existence :  its  recognition  is  manifested,  when  the  Legis- 
lature pays  the  interest  due  on  the  amount  of  the  school-land 
sales.  This  payment  can  never  be  less  than  that  of  last  year, 
$27,912 ;  and  as  the  sales  of  the  school-lands  increase,  it  must 
increase  in  like  ratio. 

The  last  Legislature,  in  answer  to  numerous  petitions  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  created  a  State  School  Fund,  by  levying  a 
ha]f  mill  tax  on  all  real  and  personal  property  within  the  State. 
This  new  levy  will  yield  in  this  County  about  $30,000,  of 
which,  about  17,000  will  be  appropriated  to  our  schools,  whilst 
the  remainder  will  be  bestowed  on  school  districts  less  favored 
than  our  own. 

According  to  the  best  means  of  information  at  command, 
the  school  revenue  for  the  present  fiscal  year  will  be  made  up 
as  follows : 

Taxes  on  real  and  personal  property $213,000 

Poll  taxes 3,500 

State  apportionment — School  Land  Fund 30,000 

State  J  mill  School  tax 17,000 

Rent  of  School  property 1,500 

Balance  of  School  funds,  special,  June  30th,  1864.         60,000 

$325,000 

The  value  of  the  real  estate  on  which  taxes  are  collectable, 
is  estimated  by  the  City  Auditor  and  the  Tax  Collector,  at 
$60,000,000.  The  taxes  on  personal  property  have  already 
been  paid,  to  such  an  extent,  as  to  make  the  revenue  from  this 
source  unquestionable. 

The  school  expenditures  of  the  past  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$228,411  94,  making  an  excess  of  $49,582  47,  over  those  of 
the  previous  year.  This  excess  includes  $12,285  04  paid  for 
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street  work  in  front  of  school  property,  an  expense  not  form- 
erly charged  to  the  school  fund ;  and  the  further  sum  of 
$19,395  49,  by  which  the  expenditures  made  last  year  for  the 
purchase  of  school  sites  and  the  erection  and  repairs  of  school 
buildings,  exceeded  those  of  like  kind  made  the  previous  year. 
The  remainder  of  the  excess  above  given,  $37,901  94,  is  found 
in  the  following  items  :  teacher's  salaries,  $4,435  09  ;  insurance, 
$307  69 ;  Industrial  School  appropriation,  $1,800 ;  furniture, 
janitors'  and  carpenters'  wages,  etc.,  $11,359  16.  The  ordin- 
ary current  expenditures  of  last  year,  which  alone  should  be 
taken  into  account,  in  comparing  the  financial  operations  of  suc- 
cessive school  administrations,  show  an  increase  of  $16,542  5S 
over  those  of  the  year  preceding. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  paid  teachers  is  very  small,  con- 
sidering the  fact,  that  fourteen  additional  teachers  were*  em- 
ployed last  year.  That  the  amount  was  not  larger,  is  attribut- 
able solely  to  the  employment  of  so  many  pupil  teachers, 
whose  salary  was  only  fifty  per  cent,  of  that  paid  to  other  teach- 
ers filling  the  same  position.  The  saving  thus  secured  could 
not  have  been  less  than  $5,000. 

The  janitorial  account  must  necessarily  enlarge  as  the  school 
accommodations  become  more  extended.  The  wages  of  these 
and  of  other  laborers  in  the  Department  have  not  been  raised ; 
but  the  number  of  employes  has  been  increased.  Insurance 
on  all  the  school  buildings  has  been  effected  with  the  various 
"  Home  Companies;"  their  policies  foot  up  $82,950 

The  furniture  with  which  the  schools  have  been  supplied  of 
late  years,  is  of  the  most  durable  kind.  The  pupils'  desks  are 
single  and  made  of  hard  wood ;  the  standards,  of  cast  iron. 
The  cost  of  a  desk  and  chair  complete,  as  named  in  the  last 
furniture  contract  awarded  by  the  Board,  is  $6  50.  The 
economy  as  well  as  the  superior  merit  of  the  improved  style 
of  school  furniture  have  been  fully  demonstrated  both  in  this 
city  and  elsewhere.  As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain, 
after  making  a  detailed  catalogue  of  the  furniture  in  all  the 
schools,  and  computing  the  cost,  the  Department  has  expended 
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in  this  direction,  since  1854,  not  less  than  $32,000,  and  includ- 
ing charts,  apparatus,  and  other  school  appliances,  not  less 
than  $50,000. 

Table  No.  Ill,  in  the  Appendix,  shows  the  quantity,  quality 
and  cost  of  the  furniture  and  apparatus  in  the  various  schools. 

The  item  "  books  and  supplies,"  found  under  the  head  of 
current  expenditures,  (Table  No.  II),  signifies,  text  books  pur- 
chased for  indigent  pupils,  ink,  charts,  stationery,  crayon, 
stoves  and  all  other  articles,  except  text  books,  which  are  in- 
dispensable to  the  school  room ;  with  such  requisites,  the  pu- 
pils of  the  public  schools  are  supplied  gratuitously. 

The  rent  account  increased  considerably  last  year,  and  it  will 
not  show  any  diminution  this  fiscal  year.  In  certain  portions 
of  the  city,  where  the  schools  fail,  for  lack  of  room,  to  receive 
all  who  apply  for  admission,  it  has  been  necessary  for  the 
Board  to  rent  houses  and  rooms  for  school  purposes,  in  order 
that  the  disappointed  applicants  might  not  be  entirely  de- 
prived of  public  school  privileges. 

The  account  of  "Incidentals"  is  much  larger  than  hereto- 
fore :  its  principal  items  are  :  Legal  expenses,  $410  ;  extra  jani- 
torial services,  $211 ;  School  census,  $158 ;  expenses  of  the 
Board,  $90. 

The  Industrial  School  Board  obtained  legislative  authority 
to  draw  annually  from  the  school  fund,  $2,400,  or  $1,800  more 
than  the  law  previously  allowed  for  the  salaries  of  teachers 
employed  in  that  school. 

The  value  of  this  institution  to  society,  and  especially  to 
our  other  schools,  from  which  it  wards  off  many  a  dangerous 
influence,  is  properly  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  removal  of  the  remains  of  Mr.  T.  J.  Nevins,  from  Ne- 
vada Territory  to  this  city,  was  authorized  by  the  Legislature. 
Such  an  act  was  but  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  merit  of  a  faithful 
public  servant,  as  the  early  history  of  our  public  schools  proves 
Mr.  Nevins  to  have  been. 

The  expense  of  grading  and  otherwise  improving  streets  in 
front  of  school  property,  $12,285,  was  not  under  the  control 
of  the  Board,  as  has  been  previously  stated.  The  $25,260, 
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applied  to  the  redemption  of  the  school  bonds  and  of  the  High 
School  mortgage  and  payment  of  interest  thereon,  is  another 
heavy  expense  entailed  on  the  Department. 

These  bonds  were  issued  in  1854,  1860  and  1861,  and  from 
the  proceeds  of  their  sale,  funds  were  procured  in  those  years 
for  the  erection  of  schoolhouses. 

There  was  in  the  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  School 
Bond  Fund,  June  30th  1864,  $34,265  52,  which  deducted 
from  the  amount  of  bonds  unredeemed,  $121,500,  will  leave 
$78,234  38 ;  and  this  remainder,  plus  the  balance  due  on  the 
High  School  mortgage,  $2,666,  will  represent  the  entire  in- 
debtedness of  the  Department  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
1863-64. 

The  large  expenditures  made  both  this  and  the  previous 
year  for  repairs  of  school  buildings,  afford  no  flattering  com- 
mentary upon  the  character  and  stability  of  our  schoolhouses. 
By  dint  of  repairs  and  additions,  some  of  these  houses  are 
made  to  serve  satisfactorily  for  school  purposes,  whilst  others, 
despite  the  continued  improvements  placed  on  them,  are  still 
devoid  of  the  most  essential  qualities  of  a  proper  schoolhouse. 

During  the  year,  three  buildings  have  been  erected ;  one  on 
Broadway,  for  colored  children ;  one  on  Utah  street,  San  Bru- 
no road,  and  another  on  the  corner  of  Bush  and  Taylor  streets. 

The  lot  on  which  the  Colored  school  stands,  has  69f  feet  on 
Broadway,  and  a  depth  of  91§  feet.  The  lot  cost  $6,000. 

The  building  is  framed  and  one  storied,  and  is  divided  into 
two  recitation  rooms,  each  28  feet  by  32  feet,  with  ceilings  15 
feet  in  the  clear.  Separate  halls  and  clothes  rooms  are  provided 
for  each  sex.  The  building  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
its  exterior  is  not  unattractive. 

The  building  and  fencing  cost  $4,435,  and  the  furniture, 
which  is  of  the  improved  style,  $498. 

The  colored  children  richly  deserve  their  present  comfortable 
and  neat  school  house,  after  having  endured  unmurmuringly, 
for  many  years,  their  former  squalid,  dark  and  unhealthy  quart- 
ers. 
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The  schoolhouse  on  San  Bruno  road  is  46  feet  long  and 
feet  wide.  A  hall,  12  feet  wide,  extends  across  the  rear,  in 
which  there  are  separate  entrances  for  the  sexes,  and  clothes 
rooms  for  each.  The  lot  is  100  by  200  feet,  and  was  donated 
to  the  Department  by  George  Treat,  Esq.  The  building  and 
improvements  cost  $3,517. 

BUSH  STREET  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  HOUSE. 

This  brick  building  occupies  a  lot  of  137J  feet  square,  and 
fronting  on  Bush  and  Taylor  streets.  The  lot  cost  $11,800. 
The  building  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $52,864,  including 
the  fees  of  the  architect,  Wm.  Craine,  Esq.,  to  whom  I  am  in- 
debted for  the  following  description  :  The  plan  of  the  building 
is  a  parallelogram  of  ninety-eight  and  a  half  feet  by  sixty-one 
feet,  having  its  entrance  on  the  long  sides  in  projecting  por- 
tions, each  twenty-nine  feet  by  three  and  a  half  feet. 

The  building  is  three  stories  high,  the  first  being  13J  feet, 
and  the  second  and  third  stories,  each  15  feet  high. 

It  has  a  Mansard  roof,  surmounted  with  a  cupola  and  sur- 
rounded with  a  balustrade,  to  the  top  of  which,  the  projecting 
portions  are  carried  up  perpendicularly  from  the  bottom,  thus 
increasing  the  interior  accommodation  of  the  attic,  which  is 
twelve  feet  high,  and  contains  sixteen  Luthern  windows  in  its 
inclined  sides,  and  six  in  the  said  projecting  portions  of  the 
two  fronts,  which  together  with  the  advantages  arising  from 
its  superior  location,  renders  it  available  and  very  pleasant  for 
school  purposes. 

The  distribution  of  the  first,  second  and  third  stories  is  uni- 
form, each  containing  four  school  rooms  of  twenty-eight  by 
thirty-four  feet ;  four  wardrobe  rooms  of  six  and  a  half  by 
twenty  and  a  half  feet ;  two  teachers'  rooms  of  six  and  a  half 
by  nine  feet,  and  a  hall  eleven  feet  wide  through  the  centre  of 
the  building,  transversally,  with  easy  spacious  stairways  at 
each  end,  which  extend  to  the  attic. 

The  attic  contains  two  recitation  rooms,  each  twenty-seven 
by  thirty-three  and  a  half  feet,  and  an  assembly  room  capable 
of  accommodating  the  entire  school. 
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The  ingress  and  egress  are  rendered  safe  and  convenient  by 
means  of  four  spacious  doorways,  one  in  front,  arid  three  in  the 
rear ;  the  interior  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated  throughout. 

Fresh  air  is  introduced  through  apertures  near  the  floor,  and 
regulated  by  registers,  while  the  vitiated  air  is  allowed  to  es- 
cape through  ventilators  near  the  ceiling. 

All  the  wardrobe  rooms  are  supplied  with  marble  top  wash- 
stands  and  water ;  the  windows  have  inside  folding  blinds.  The 
exterior  has  an  expressive,  pleasing  and  ornamental  appearance. 
It  is  finished  with  cement,  painted  and  sanded  to  a  light  color, 
which  gives  it  an  air  of  cheerfulness. 

The  yards  are  enclosed  in  front  with  a  brick  wall  and  neat 
fence  ;  while  the  play-grounds  in  the  rear  are  surrounded  by  a 
high  enclosure,  which  separates  the  scholars  from  the  streets 
and  adjoining  property, 

This  noble  structure  and  permanent  monument  to  the  cause 
of  education,  is  an  honor  to  our  city. 

SCHOOL   CENSUS. 

According  to  the  reports  of  the  Census  Marshals  presented 
last  August,  there  were  in  this  city  30,879  white  persons  under 
21  years  of  age  ;  18,748  between  4  and  18  years,  and  10,974 
under  4  years.  The  entire  population  under  21  years,  including 
children  of  African,  Mongolian  and  Indian  origin  respectively, 
was  31,637. 

By  Act  of  the  Legislature,  Negroes,  Mongolians  and  Indians 
are  excluded  from  the  Public  Schools,  although  the  penalty  for 
admitting  them  to  the  schools  of  the  whites,  has  recently  been 
abolished,  and  more  ample  provision  has  been  made  for  their 
education  in  separate  schools. 

The  total  of  white  children  under  21  years  returned  by  the 
census  one  year  ago  was  26, 904,  less  by  3,975  than  the  number 
reported  this  year. 

The  State  School  Fund  is  apportioned  according  to  the 
number  of  white  youths  between  4  and  18  years.  The  last 
apportionment  was  $1  72  per  capita;  at  a  like  rate,  the  city 
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will  receive  this  year  $32,246  56,  exclusive  of  the  further 
benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  State  School  Tax  of  one  half 
mill. 

The  Public  School  attendance  given  in  the  census  coincides 
very  nearly  with  that  reported  last  month  by  the  teachers, 
whose  registers  showed  an  actual  attendance  or  average  enroll- 
ment of  6,477  pupils. 

The  Private  School  attendance  gained  271  during  the  year, 
whilst  the  Public  Schools  show  for  the  same  period  a  gain  of 
1,406. 

In  I860,  there  were  in  this  city  15,116  youths  under  21 
years,  of  whom  8,890  were  born  in  California  ;  to-day,  there 
are  30,879  under  21  years,  of  whom  18,748  are  native  born. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  juvenile  population  of  the  city  has 
more  than  doubled  during  the  past  four  years,  and  the  same  re- 
mark applies  to  the  children  born  in  this  State.  With  these 
statistics  before  us,  we  cannot  but  rejoice  at  the  speedy  approach 
of  the  time,  when  the  majority  of  our  citizens,  prompted  by 
devotion  to  this  their  native  State,  and  surrounded  by  the  hal- 
lowed associations  of  their  birth-place,  shall  secure  for  California 
a  more  stable  and  a  more  contented  population  ;  a  people  in  whose 
manners,  customs  and  pursuits  shall  be  intensified  the  hardihood, 
liberality,  enterprise  and  patriotism  of  the  American  settlers  of 
this  coast.  But  vain  will  be  our  hopes  of  a  bright  future  for 
this  favored  State,  if  these  18,000  native  Californians  be  denied 
the  advantages  of  a  sound  education,  or  they  be  warped  or 
injured  in  their  moral,  physical  or  intellectual  development. 
Should  this  native  population  continue  to  double  every  four 
years,  as  heretofore,  during  the  next  decade,  it  is  rational  to 
suppose  that  the  controlling  element  of  our  society  in  1874 
will  be  the  not  less  than  100,000  citizens  and  youths  who  shall 
claim  San  Francisco  as  their  native  city. 

To  this  rising  generation,  the  future  destiny  of  this  city  is  to 
be  mainly  committed — that  it  may  not  be  inglorious,  the 
interests  of  these  youths  must  be  tenderly  fostered  and  carefully 
guarded  against  the  corrupting  influences  that  here  assail  them- 
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SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS. 

The  Public  Schools  of  this  city  are  classified  as  follows  :  One 
High  School  for  Boys  ;  one  Girls'  High  School ;  six  Grammar 
Schools  ;  fifteen  Primary  Schools  ;  four  Evening  Schools  of  one 
class  each  ;  one  Normal  School  for  Teachers  of  the  Department ; 
one  School  for  colored  children,  and  one  Chinese  School. 
During  the  year  one  Girls'  High  School,  and  five  additional 
Primary  Schools  have  been  established. 

Our  system  of  instruction  contemplates  a  period  of  eight 
years  for  its  completion,  or  in  other  words,  it  presupposes  that 
a  child  who  enters  the  Primary  Department  at  the  age  of  six 
years,  will  by  semi-annual  promotion  complete  the  primary 
course  in  three  years,  and  passing  regularly  through  the 
Grammar  grades  in  the  four  years  ensuing,  he  will  enter  the 
High  School  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  and  graduate  thence  when  he 
shall  have  attained  the  age  of  sixteen.  The  course  of  study  in 
use  does  not  differ  perceptibly  from  that  of  the  best  regulated 
and  most  successful  schools  of  the  Eastern  States,  and  as  by 
law  all  teachers  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  test  of  their  qualifica- 
tions, before  their  employment,  our  citizens  may  have  a  well 
founded  assurance  that  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  render  the 
instruction  imparted  to  their  children  in  the  Public  Schools, 
thorough,  practical  and  sufficiently  comprehensive. 

The  whole  number  of  teachers  employed  in  the  Department 
at  the  close  of  the  City  School  year,  April  30,  1864,  was  102, 
of  whom  18  were  males  and  84  females.  Of  this  corps,  97 
were  engaged  in  regular  class  instruction,  and  five  in  attending 
generally  to  the  special  branches,  writing,  drawing,  music,  and 
physical  training. 

The  increase  for  the  year  in  the  number  of  teachers  em- 
ployed was  fourteen  ;  since  the  commencement  of  the  May  term, 
twenty-four  additional  teachers  have  been  elected,  making  an 
aggregate  of  126. 

The  completion  of  the  school  buildings  before  described,  has 
greatly  and  suddenly  enlarged  the  school  accomodations  of  this 
city,  whilst  temporary  school  rooms  have  been  fitted  up  in

rented  houses,  and  thus  our  school  facilities  have  been  further 
extended.  The  last  census  returns  as  well  as  the  school 
registers,  show  an  increase  of  over  1,400  pupils  in  the  school 
attendance.  It  is  undoubtedly  apparent  that  the  Board  have, 
to,  the  extent  of  the  means  at  their  disposal,  supplied  the 
educational  facilities  so  greatly  needed  in  this  city.  Their 
further  supply  in  certain  localities,  destitute  of  schools,  is  as 
much  desired  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  by  the  people,  and 
if  the  latter  will  but  contribute  to  the  School  Fund  for  several 
years  longer,  as  liberally  as  heretofore,  there  will  soon  be  no 
cause  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  parents  who  apply 
unsuccessfully  for  the  admission  of  their  children  to  the  Public 
Schools.  In  establishing  schools,  although  the  first  requisite  is 
funds  for  building,  yet  no  secondary  importance  attaches  to  the 
location  best  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  school  proposed, 
nor  to  the  plan,  size  and  materials  of  the  house  to  be  built. 
That  these  particulars  merit  the  close  attention  of  all  school 
officers,  is  abundantly  proved  by  the  blunders  made  from 
time  to  time  by  successive  Boards  of  Education,  in  their  real 
estate  and  building  operations.  So  long  as  one-half  or  six 
members  of  the  Board  are  elected  annually,  and  the  new  mem- 
bers, who  are  of  necessity  unacquainted  with  our  school  matters 
or  at  least  with  the  penetralia  of  the  Department,  do  not 
hesitate  to  embark  in  enterprises  both  new  and  dangerous  to 
schools,  so  long  will  such  blunders  be  made  even  by  those  who 
are  the  most  sedulous  to  avoid  them. 

The  following  summary  exhibits  the  school  attendance  for 
the  past  five  years  :

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The  average  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  all  the  schools 
represents  the  true  school  attendance.  According  to  the 
Teachers'  Kegisters,  the  gain  made  last  year  in  the  attendance 
was  1,230  pupils;  according  to  the  late  school  census,  the  in- 
crease was  1,406. 

During  the  past  four  years,  the  number  of  children  reported 
in  the  daily  attendance  of  the  schools  has  nearly  doubled.  An- 
other instance  of  equal  rapidity  in  the  expansion  of  its  school 
system  can  scarcely  be  shown  by  any  other  city  in  the  Union. 

The  cost  of  instruction  last  year  was  $126,285,  or  $21  per 
pupil. 

In  Boston,  the  rate  of  tuition  per  scholar,  last  year,  was 
$15  77;  in  Chicago,  $13  55,  and  in  Cincinnatti,  $12  15. 

Our  public  schools  are  undoubtedly  an  expensive  institution, 
but  that  the  expense  of  their  establishment  and  support  is  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  the  good  results  achieved  solely 
through  their  agency,  needs  no  demonstration  for  any  intelli- 
gent citizen  of  a  free  State. 

If  our  schools  had  no  other  merit  than  the  pure  patriotic 
spirit  of  their  pupils,  imbibed  from  singing  national  songs,  they 
would  still  be  worthy  of  public  support. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  it  is  my  duty  to  acknowledge 
the  important  services  rendered  by  the  late  Board  of  Educa- 
cation.  Its  members  are  richly  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the 
public  for  the  time  and  labor  they  have  devoted,  without  pe- 
cuniary compensation,  to  the  interests  of  the  schools.  The 
consciousness  of  having  performed  their  duty  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  and  the  recognition  of  the  value  of  their  services 
by  those  familiar  with  the  affairs  of  the  Department,  will  be, 
I  trust,  a  source  of  pleasant  reflection  to  our  late  school  officers. 
To  these  gentlemen  and  to  the  teachers,  we  owe  whatever  may 
be  found  commendable  in  the  conduct  of  the  schools  during 
the  past  year. 

Among  the  latter  may  be  found  many  who  have  taught  in 
the  best  schools  of  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  Chi- 
cago. Indeed,  there  are  few  school  departments  or  colleges 
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of  rare  excellence,  either  in  the  United  States  or  Great  Britain, 
that  have  not  among  our  teachers  some  representatives. 

A  corps  of  more  industrious,  upright,  and  capable  instruc- 
tors than  our  Department  possesses,  I  know  not  where  to  seek.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco : 

GENTLEMEN:  In  compliance  with  Resolution  No.  3,449  of 
your  honorable  body,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1864. 

I  assumed  the  office  of  the  Shrievalty  on  the  1st  of  June, 
1864,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  John  S.  Ellis,  resigned  ; 
still  I  am  able  to  present  a  statement  of  the  operations  of  this 
Department  for  the  whole  of  the  fiscal  year,  so  far  as  the  same 
would  be  advisable  and  subserve  to  the  interests  of  the  public, 
for  it  is  well  known  that  the  Civil  Department  of  the  Sheriffs 
business,  is  exclusively  matters  between  private  parties  and  it 
would  be  inadvisable  to  publish  its  details.

Your  honorable  body  is  aware  that  the  Legislature  in 
organizing  the  Fifteenth  District  Court,  neglected  to  provide 
the  constitutional  officers  for  that  Court. 

The  laws  relating  to  my  office  have  authorized  me  to  appoint 
a  certain  number  of  deputies,  also  assigning  each  deputy  to 
a  designated  position  existing  before  the  organization  of  the 
Fifteenth  District  Court. 

All  of  my  deputies  appointed  under  the  Statutes  are  fully 
employed  in  the  duties  thus  assigned  to  them. 

Under  that  statutory  provision  which  directs  the  Sheriff  to 
attend  the  Courts  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  and  in 
accordance  with  an  order  made  by  the  Fifteenth  District  Court 
I  have  appointed  an  additional  deputy  for  said  Court. 

COUNTY  JAIL. 

The  County  Jail  in  its  present  condition  is  totally  inadequate 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  prisoners  now  confined  there, 
although  great  care  and  attention  is  bestowed  by  the  keepers 
to  the  end,  that  the  prisoners  shall  not  suffer  from  personal  un- 
cleanliness,  yet  the  sanitary  interest  of  this  Institution  and 
'common  humanity  require  that  some  action  be  taken  by  your 
honorable  body  to  increase  the  accommodations,  and  in  connec- 
tion with  this  matter  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  appropriating  $25,000  for  the 
addition  of  another  story  to  the  Jail,  and  earnestly  recommend 
the  improvement  to  be  made. 

I  would  also  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  board  to 
Act  of  the  Legislature  relative  to  Matrons  for  the  Female  the 
Department  of  the  County  Jail,  which  matter  I  consider  of 
great  public  necessity  and  importance.

The  Reports  of  Heads  of  Departments  and  of  other  officers 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  last  fiscal  year, 
as  rendered  in  the  foregoing  pages,  present  a  very  full  history 
of  the  operations  and  expenditures  of  the  Municipal  Government 
during  that  space  of  time. 

The  form  of  Government  as  at  present  constituted,  was 
created  by  an  Act  of  the  State  Legislature  called  the 
"  Consolidation  Act,"  approved  April  19th,  1856,  and  was 
organized  on  the  14th  day  of  November  of  that  year.  A 
provisional  government  created  by  the  same '  authority  and 
composed  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  then  in  office  adminis- 
tered Municipal  affairs,  in  the  interval,  from  the  first  day  of 
July  to  the  date  mentioned. 

Under  the  system  existing  from  May,  1850,  to  July,  1856, 
consisting  of  a  Mayor,  with  Boards  of  Aldermen  and  Assistant 
Aldermen,  very  extravagant  expenditures  were  incurred,  the 
effect  of  which  was  to  cause  an  entire  change  in  the  form  cf 
government,  and  mode  of  administration. 

The  form  thus  instituted,  has  been  continued  until  the 
present  time,  and  is  conceded  to  have  been  productive  of 
almost  incalculable  advantages.  The  adoption  of  a  simpler 
system,  composed  of  a  President,  and  Board  of  twelve  Super- 
visors, combined  with  the  rigid  and  economical  workings  of 
the  governmental  machinery,  which  followed,  has  resulted  in 
a  great  diminution  of  the  yearly  expenditures. 

By  the  "  Consolidation  Act,"  the  domain  of  the  City  and 
County  was  considerably  diminished,  from  the  setting  off  a 
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portion  of  her  territory  to  the  County  of  San  Mateo,  the  effect 
of  which,  however,  upon  the  annual  receipts  from  taxation  has 
been  slight,  as  the  portion  thus  set  off,  v/as  at  the  time, 
mostly  unimproved  or  generally  uncultivated  land,  and  con- 
sidered of  comparatively  little  value,  in  proportion  to  that  of 
the  large  extent  remaining  to  San  Francisco. 

During  the  period  which  has  elapsed  since  1856,  the  popu- 
lation and  wealth  of  the  municipality  have  both  more  than 
doubled,  while  the  lessened  expenses,  as  contrasted  with  those 
of  previous  years,  has  resulted  in  placing  the  city  finances  in 
a  healthy  condition.

Following  the  above,  it  may  here  be  observed,  that  previous 
to  the  year  1858-59,  none  of  the  fees  received  by  most,  if  any 
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of  the  City  or  County  officers,  were  required  to  be  paid  into 
the  Treasury,  or  the  account  of  their  receipts  returned,  not- 
withstanding which  they  were  mostly  in  receipt  of  salaries  to 
wit : 

Under  the  first  charter  of  the  City,  passed  April  15,  1850, 
salaries  were  fixed  as  follows  :  by  Ordinance  No.  66,  Recorder, 
$10,000  ;  City  Marshall,  $9,000  ;  Controller,  $8,000  ;  Treasurer, 
$8,000  ;  Street  Commissioner,  $8,000 ;  City  Attorney,  $8,000 ; 
Tax  Collector,  $8,000  ;  Clerks  of  Boards  of  Aldermen,  each 
$4,000 ;  Clerk  of  Street  Commissioner,  (by  Ordinance  No.  97) 
$5,000  ;  Clerk  of  the  City  Treasurer,  $5,000 ;  Clerks  of  City 
Collector,  $5,000. 

Under  the  Amended  Charter  of  April  15,  1851,  the  salary  of 
the  Mayor  was  fixed  at  $10,000  per  annum,  but  which  in  1852 
was  reduced  to  $4,000,  with  the  following  schedule  of  payments 
to  other  officials  : 

Recorder,  Controller,  Attorney,  Marshall,  and  Street  Com- 
missioner, each  $4,000 ;  Clerk  of  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Clerk 
of  Board  of  Assistants,  each  $1,200  ;  Clerk  of  Common  Council, 
$100  ;  Tax  Collector,  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  upon  all  moneys 
collected  ;  Treasurer,  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  all  monies  re- 
ceived ;  Collector  of  Street  Assessments,  one  per  cent,  on  all 
moneys  collected ;  City  Physician,  one  per  cent,  on  all  moneys 
received  by  him  ;  Engineer  of  Fire  Department,  $2,400  ;  Super- 
intendent of  Common  Schools.  $2,400  ;  Five  Fire  Wardens, 
$100  monthly  ;  (see  City  Ordinance  approved  November  4, 
1852.) 

The  foregoing,  with  various  modifications,  continued  until 
the  amended  charter,  approved  May  5,  1855,  which  fixed 
salaries  as  follows  : 

Mayor,  $6,000  per  annum  ;  Mayor's  Clerk,  $2,500  ;  Controller, 
Marshall,  Treasurer,  Attorney,  Surveyor,  each  $4,000  per 
annum  ;  Attorney's  Clerk,  Aldermen  and  Assistant  Aldermen, 
each  $1,000. 

By  Legislative  Acts  of  1858-59,  amendatory  of  the  Consol- 
idation Act  of  1856,  the  fees  of  several  of  the  most  important 
officers  of  the  Government  were  required  to  be  paid  weekly 
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into  the  City  and  County  Treasury,  and  by  the  Treasurer  were 
placed  to  the  debit  of  what  was  called  the 

SPECIAL  FEE  FUND. 

As,  prior  to  that  date,  such  items  of  receipts,  do  not  appear 
upon  the  City  records,  it  is  to  be  concluded  that  at  the  present 
time,  the  City  receipts  and  expenditures  are  correspondingly 
reduced,  because  by  fair  entry,  both  would  be  increased  pro  rata, 
and  that  neither  appearing,  the  revenue  and  disbursements  of 
the  Municipal  Government  are  proportionately  lessened. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  what  Departments 
were  included  under  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1858  and  1859, 
with  the  aggregate  yearly  receipts  and  expenditures  of  each, 
until  the  passage  of  an  Act  called  the  "Fee  and  Salary  Bill," 
approved  May  17,  1861,  which  went  into  effect  on  the  1st  day 
of  July  succeeding.

While  the  foregoing  presents  an  exhibit  of  receipts,  expen- 
ditures and  salaries  of  the  offices  enumerated,  but  a  portion  of 
the  latter  were  paid  from  the  Special  Fee  Fund,  from  which 
only  those  of  the  heads  of  Department  and  other  officers  named 
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above,  with  all  amounts  for  stationery,  for  use  of  those  offices 
respectively  were  allowed,  a  large  balance  yearly  having  been 
carried  to  the  debit  of  the  General  Fund,  to  wit :  1861-62, 
$25,469  34 ;  1862-63,  $83,004  42  ;  1863-64,  $73,679  15.  The 
salaries  of  all  Deputies  and  Clerks,  except  those  of  the  Clerks 
of  the  Police  Court,  and  of  Board  of  Supervisors  were  paid 
from  the  latter  fund.

A  large  surplus  having  accumulated  in  the  Treasury  in  the 
fiscal  year  1862-63,  the  tax  levy  of  1863-64  was  reduced  64£ 
cents  from  that  of  the  previous  year,  this  with  a  great  reduction 
in  State,  County  and  Municipal  Licenses  of  several  classes  made 
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by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shows  the  causes  of  the  diminution 
in  revenue  as  presented  above. 

The  amount  received  from  the  State  for  school  apportionment 
was  $23,918  04,  and  for  assessment  expenses  $5,444  44. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  tax  levy  for  school  purposes 
was  fixed  at  20  instead  of  35  cents,  the  amount  authorized  by 
statute  ;  $60,000  being  transferred  from  the  surplus  in  the 
General  Fund  to  the  School  Fund,  as  an  equivalent  for  the 
difference  in  revenue.

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A  comparison  of  the  receipts  of  the  State  Treasury  as  above, 
with  the  table  of  payments  made  by  San  Francisco  during  the 
same  space  of  time,  will  show  what  a  large  portion  of  the  State 
revenue  was  derived  from  her  citizens. 

It  should  be  observed,  however,  that  the  expenditures  of  the 
State  have  also  been  largely  increased  annually,  one  principal 
cause  of  which  being  for  military  purposes  to  place  her  in  a 
fitting  position  for  both  national  and  home  defence. 

By  reference  to  the  Auditor's  Report,  page  52,  it  appears 
that  the  sum  of  $48,069  20  was  collected  during  the  year,  in 
the  City  and  County,  as  a  Military  Poll  Tax.

p.  88,  Auditor's  Report,  The  items  of  State  levy  made,  were,  for 
general  purposes,  forty-eight  and  three-quarter  cents  ;  interest 
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on  Sinking  Fund,  1857-60,  thirty-one  and  a  quarter  cents  ; 
State  Capitol,  five  cents  ;  Insane  Asylum,  five  cents;  Soldiers 
Relief  and  Bounty  Funds,  sixteen  cents  ;  Line  Officers,  California 
Volunteers,  one  cent ;  State  Prison,  five  cents ;  School  purposes 
five  cents;  [supplementary  assessment  by  Auditor,  eight  cents, 
having  been  omitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.] 

The  amount  collected  under  this  extra  levy  which  was  intended 
for  payment  of  interest  upon  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  to 
the  Central  and  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Companies,  does  not 
seem  likely  to  be  speedily  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury, 
the  web  of  litigation  in  which  the  issuance  of  those  Bonds  is 
now  woven,  not  appearing  in  any  immediate  probability  of 
unravelment.

In  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  Personal  Tax  List,  as  shown 
above,  by  a  Supplementary  List,  completed  on  the  29th  of 
October,  additional  assessments  were  made,  amounting  to 
$1,666,124  14. 

Making  the  total  footing  of  the  Real  Estate  and  Personal 
Property  Roll,  for  the  year  1864-'65,  $82,402,289. 
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At  its  last  Session,  the  Legislature  passed  an  Act  Re-District- 
ing the  City :  the  former  boundaries,  under  which  the  above 
was  compiled,  were  fixed  by  Commissioners,  under  Consolida- 
tion Act,  in  1856.  The  recent  Act  materially  changes  the 
boundaries,  and  the  valuations  of  property  in  the  new  Districts 
will  vary  from  the  above  correspondingly  with  the  changes 
made.  (See  Statutes  lS63-'64,  page  195.) 

REAL  ESTATE. 

The  Assessment  Roll  is  required  to  be  completed  and  delivered 
«to  the  Board  of  Equalization,  by  the  second  Monday  in  August, 
while  the  Tax  Levy  must  be  made  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
in  May  ;  recommendations  have  frequently  been  made  to  the 
Legislature  by  former  Assessors  and  other  officers  for  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  Law,  so  as  to  ensure  an  earlier  completion  of  the 
Roll,  these  have  not  been  acceded  to.  As  a  measure  likely  to 
procure  greater  uniformity  in  Assessments,  by  Acts  of  February 
27th  and  March  18th,  1863-'64,  it  was  provided  that  appli- 
cations for  reduction  must  be  made  in  writing  and  be  verified  by 
oath;  all  applications  to  the  Board  of  Equalization  recently 
adjourned  were  presented  in  the  manner  prescribed. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  Board,  with  the  belief 
that  this  mode  had  proved  prejudicial,  a  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted,  to  wit — 

"  Resolved — That  that  portion  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  California,  entitled,  "  An  Act  to  amend  an  Act 
entitled  'An  Act  to  Provide  Revenue  for  the  Support  of  the 
Government  of  the  State,  approved  April  twenty-ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-seven,*  approved  March  18th,  1864,  and 
which  is  in  the  following  words,  to  wit :  "  The  Board  of 
Equalization  shall  have  power  to  determine  such  complaints 
only,  as  shall  be  made  to  them  upon  sworn  statements,  in  writing, 
in  regard  to  the  assessed  value  of  any  property,  and  may 
change  and  correct  any  such  valuation,  either  by  adding  thereto 
or  deducting  therefrom,  if  the  sum  fixed  in  the  Assessment  Roll 
is  proven  to  be  too  small  or  too  great" — is  prejudicial  to  the 
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public  interests;  and  the  San  Francisco  Delegation,  in  the  next 
Legislature,  are  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  use  their 
influence  to  procure  its  repeal  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment."

As  regards  the  heretofore  non-issuance,  or  problematic  future 
issuance  of  Bonds  to  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company  of 
$600,000  (or  if  by  compromise  $400,000),  and  to  the  Western 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  of  $400,000,  no  reference  has  been 
made  in  the  reports  of  any  of  the  City  and  County  officers. 
A  recent  publication,  prepared  by  the  Special  Council  of  the 
City,  Messrs.  John  B.  Felton,  Hall  McAllister,  and  Hon.  Horace 
Hawes,  relates  "the  history  of  the  matter  in  controversy,  and 
the  present  state  of  the  question." 
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FINANCIAL  STATEMENT.

Large  as  this  silm  appears,  when  it  is  considered  that  it 
mostly  represents  an  indebtedness  created  more  than  eight 
years  ago,  and  keeping  in  view  the  wise  and  wholesome  guards 
upon  present  public  expenditures,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at 
that  the  greatest  confidence  prevails  at  home  and  abroad  as  to 
the  financial  condition  of  San  Francisco. 

MUNICIPAL  LEGISLATION. 

By  the  settlement  of  the  so  called  City  Slip  suits,  [for 
amounts  paid  see  page  43,]  an  incubus  was  removed,  which 
from  protracted  and  expensive  litigation  had  borne  heavily  upon 
the  prosperity  of  the  City  for  a  period  of  nearly  ten  years,  and 
also  upon  her  Treasury ;  by  that  settlement  an  important  and 
valuable  portion  on  the  water  front  was  made  available  for 
purposes  of  trade  and  commerce,  the  sure  and  early  improve- 
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merit  of  which  will  tend  to  a  large  increase  of  her  yearly 
revenue.  Had  the  City  elected,  as  could  have  been  done  by 
the  order  providing  for  the  settlement  referred  to,  to  have 
retained  or  re-assumed  proprietorship  and  control  of  the 
property,  it  would  in  all  probability  have  remained  for  a  long 
time  unavailable  as  a  source  of  revenue,  or  until  Legislative 
sanction  could  have  been  obtained  for  its  improvement  or  other 
disposition. 

It  is  conceded  that  since  the  Government  was  established 
under  the  Consolidation  Act,  municipal  legislation  has  been 
conducted  with  a  view  to  place  the  Finances  upon  the  most 
sound  and  healthy  basis  possible. 

The  City  has  gone  on  in  the  high  road  of  prosperity,  her 
wealth  has  rapidly  increased,  and  her  population  in  more  than 
a  proportionate  ratio.  The  reputation  and  credit  of  her  mer- 
chants has  become  a  marvel.  A  great  majority  of  her  citizens 
are  imbued  with  the  most  loyal  sentiments  to  the  Government 
of  the  United  States ;  grateful  for  the  blessing  of  internal  peace 
vouchsafed  throughout  the  State,  they  have  responded  gen- 
erously and  at  all  times  to  the  cause  of  the  nation. 

Her  volunteer  soldiers  marshalled  with  those  of  the  State, 
have  crossed  a  vast  extent  of  territory  from  Los  Angeles  to  the 
Colorado,  have  traversed  Arizona,  and  reached  the  borders  of 
Texas ;  have  skirted  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  are  now 
co-operating  with  the  Union  armies  in  the  State  of  Missouri. 
Another  portion  have  aided  in  defending  various  military  posts 
at  the  north,  and  in  Washington  Territory,  while  yet  another 
column  has  penetrated  the  heart  of  the  Continent  on  the  great 
Central  route,  and  in  battles  with  hostile  Indians  have  been 
signally  victorious  and  are  still  doing  most  efficient  service. 

In  other  battalions,  her  soldiers  have  crossed  the  sea,  and 
after  a  transit  of  nearly  six  thousand  miles,  have  shed  their 
blood  and  yielded  up  their  lives  on  the  field  in  the  service  of 
their  country. 

The  heroism  and  valor  of  many,  of  those  who  thus  left  their 
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peaceful  habitations  in  the  State,  and  subsequently  attained  high 
rank  in  the  armies  of  the  Union,  have  become  world-wide 
renowned,  covering  themselves  and  her  with  imperishable 
laurels,  until  it  may  now  be  said  that  the  name  of  a 
Californian  which  once  was  spoken  of  derisively,  has  become  one 
of  honor. 

To  how  much  of  the  credit  of  this  San  Francisco  is  entitled, 
future  history  will  show.  In  her  contributions,  in  proportion 
to  her  population  and  wealth,  compared  with  her  sister  cities 
at  the  East,  she  stands  unequalled.  Thousands  of  wounded 
and  dying  soldiers  that,  through  the  Sanitary  and  Christian 
Commissions,  received  kindness  at  her  hands,  have  called  her 
blessed.  That  her  contributions  will  continue  as  long  as  need 
be,  is  certain ;  and  that  she  will  never  falter  in  her  chosen  path 
is  equally  sure. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools, 
pages  261  to  279,  much  valuable  and  interesting  information  is 
derived,  regarding  educational  facilities  in  San  Francisco  at  the 
present  time. 

By  the  census  taken  in  August  last,  (see  page  271,)  the  num- 
ber of  persons  under  21  years  of  age  is  stated  to  be  31,637, 
constituting  about  one-fourth  of  the  estimated  population  of 
the  City. 

Public  attention  appears  to  have  been  called  to  the  impor- 
tance of  establishing  a  Public  School  as  early  as  January,  1847, 
when  the  population  numbered  less  than  400  :  a  public  meeting 
was  called,  and  on  the  13th  of  May  following,  an  election  for 
School  Trustees  was  held,  at  which  L.  W.  Hastings,  C.  L.  Ross, 
W.  H.  Davis,  Samuel  Brannan,  and  V.  J.  Forgeaud  were 
chosen,  79  votes  being  cast,  but  no  practical  results  were  imme- 
diately obtained. 

The  first  Schoolhouse  which  was  located  on  Brenham  Place, 
opposite  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Plaza,  was  completed 
on  the  29th  of  December,  1847. 
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A  second  public  meeting,  to  consider  the  subject,  was  held 
on  the  10th  of  February,  1848,  the  result  of  that  was  another 
election  for  School  Trustees,  which  was  held  on  the  21st 
of  February  following,  at  which  Doctors  V.  J.  Fourgeaud,  J. 
Townsend,  and  Messrs.  C.  L.  Koss,  J.  Serrine  and  W.  H.  Davis 
were  selected,  who,  on  the  29th  of  March,  issued  an  address 
to  the  community,  as  follows  : 

"  School. — The  School  to  be  kept  in  the  public  schoolhouse 
of  San  Francisco,  will  commence  on  Monday,  the  3d  of  April 
next,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Thomas  Douglas,  a 
graduate  of  Yale  College,  Connecticut." 

"Mr.  Douglas  has  had  more  than  three  years'  experience  in 
the  instruction  of  academies  and  high  schools  in  the  States, 
and  has  in  his  possession  testimonials  from  the  Trustees  of  those 
institutions  which  speak  of  him  as  a  skillful  and  successful 
teacher,  and  as  well  qualified  for  the  business  of  his  profession. 
The  undersigned,  Trustees,  therefore,  cheerfully  recommend  his 
school  to  the  patronage  of  the  citizens  of  this  town  and  vicin- 
ity, confident  that  he  will  do  all  in  his  power  to  impart  a  thor- 
ough education  to  the  pupils  committed  to  his  care." 

Terms  of  tuition  were  fixed  for  primary  branches  at  $5  per 
quarter ;  secondary,  $6  ;  higher,  $8 ;  Mathematics,  etc.,  $10  ; 
languages,  $12. 

The  salary  asked  for  by  the  teacher  selected,  was  $1,000  per 
annum,  but  was  fixed  by  the  Town  Council,  by  resolution,  at 
to  wit : 


"  Resolved,  That,  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars  be  ap- 
propriated to  the  teacher  of  the  public  school  in  this  place ; 
two  hundred  to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  six  months,  and 
two  hundred  at  the  expiration  of  twelve  months,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  school." 

The  school,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Douglas,  was  opened  on 
the  3d  of  February,  1848.  Some  demur  seems  to  have  been 
made  to  the  rates  of  tuition,  as  on  the  15th  of  May  following 
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a  communication,  by  authority,  stated  "  that  the  commissioners 
will  be  happy  to  accommodate  such  parents  and  guardians  of 
children  as  may  wish  any  abatement  in  the  terms  on  account 
of  their  limited  means.  They  entertain  the  hope  that  a  good 
school  is  to  be  built  up  here,  where  the  sons  and  daughters  of 
the  poor,  as  wTell  as  the  rich,  shall  enjoy  the  inestimable  bles- 
sings of  a  thorough  education." 

Owing  to  the  excitement  which  prevailed,  following  the  dis- 
covery of  gold  in  the  same  year,  the  school  thus  established  was 
of  short  duration. 

In  December,  1848,  a  second  school,  under  teaching  of  W. 
H.  Christian,  was  opened,  which  lasted  for  a  few  months  only. 

In  April,  1849,  a  third  school  was  opened  under  charge  of  Eev. 
Albert  Williams,  which  appears  to  have  been  also  of  short 
continuance. 

In  December,  1849,  a  public  school  was  opened  by  Mr.  J. 
C.  Pelton,  which,  in  April,  1850,  was  accepted  by  the  Ayunta- 
miento  as  "a  free  public  school,"  and  supported  at  a  city  monthly 
expense  of  $500. 

In  a  communication  to  the  Common  Council,  dated  Septem- 
ber 13th,  1850,  Mr.  Pelton  says:  "  To-day  I  have  admitted 
twelve  scholars,  making  the  whole  number  that  have  attended 
during  the  term  (since  July  15)  one  hundred  and  seventy-six; 
those  now  in  regular  attendance  number  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty." 

EARLY  ELECTIONS. 

The  first  election  after  the  occupancy  of  San  Francisco  by 
the  United  States  forces,  was  held  in  1846. 

On  the  eighth  day  of  July  of  that  year,  the  American  flag 
was  hoisted  by  Capt.  J.  B.  Montgomery,  commanding  the  sloop 
of  war  Portsmouth,  by  whom  Lieut.  Washington  A.  Bartlett 
was  appointed  Provisional  Chief  Magistrate,  or  Alcalde.  This 
appointment  was  subsequently  ratified  at  an  election  by  the 
people. 
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On  the  13th  of  September,  1847,  an  election  for  members  of 
the  Town  Council  was  held,  at  which  two  hundred  votes  were 
cast,  and  the  following  named  persons  elected  :

At  an  election  for  Councilmen  in  October,  1858,  during  the 
prevalence  of  the  gold  excitement,  but  158  votes  were  cast, 
while  in  December  following  the  number  was  347. 

On  the  first  day  of  August,  1849,  at  an  election  held  for  Al- 
calde and  members  of  the  Ayuntamiento,  1,519  votes  were 
polled,  resulting  in  the  election  of

At  the  next  election,  held  Nov.  13th,  1849,  upon  adoption 
of  the  State  Constitution,  3,169  votes  were  cast,  only  5  being 
recorded  against  it.  On  the  8th  of  January  succeeding,  at  the 
election  for  members  of  the  Ayuntamiento  and  for  members  of 
the  Legislature,  3,500  were  cast ;  while  in  April,  1850,  for  mu- 
nicipal officers,  the  yote  reached  4,000,  and  in  the  year  follow- 
ing, for  same  purpose,  nearly  6,000.  At  the  present  time  a 
full  vote  would  exceed  21,000. 
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PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

Large  expenditures  were  incurred  during  the  last  year,  for 
purchases  of  ground,  and  the  erection  and  repair  of  buildings 
for  city  purposes. 

Under  authority  derived  from  Acts  of  the  Legislature  of 
1863-64,  two  buildings  adjoining  the  City  Hall,  (the  Union 
building  on  the  south,  and  the  El  Dorado  on  the  north),  were 
purchased  by  the  city  at  a  total  cost  of  $107,500,  viz.,  the 
Union  for  $65,000,  and  the  El  Dorado,  $42,500;  the  additional 
expense  of  which,  for  alterations  and  repairs,  amounts  to  some 
$20,000. 

Formerly,  a  large  amount  was  paid  annually  for  rents  of 
officers  who  could  not  be  accommodated  in  the  City  Hall,  in 
which  all  Departments  of  the  Government  and  the  Courts  are 
now  concentrated. 

In  addition  to  this,  several  lots  have  been  purchased  for 
Engine  Houses  and  new  buildings  erected,  while  others  are  in 
progress ;  a  second  story  is  being  added  to  the  County  Jail,  at 
a  cost  of  $18,100. 

Other  matters  of  great  public  importance  are  pending, 
prominent  in  which  is  that  of  the 

FIRE  ALARM  AND  POLICE  TELEGRAPH. 

Under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  James  Street,  a  contract 
was  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Kennard  and  Co.,  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  in  the  month  of  May,  1864,  to  furnish  San  Francisco 
with  a  complete  apparatus,  which  is  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction, and  may  be  expected  to  be  placed  in  working  order 
and  ready  for  operation  early  in  the  year  1865,  at  a  total  cost 
of  $24,000. 

In  connection  with '  the  improvements  thus  noted,  as  made 
and  making,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  what  ideas  were  en- 
tertained of  the  future  of  San  Francisco  by  her  Pioneers. 

In  papers  of  1847,  it  was  very  gravely  stated  :  that  at  a  sale 
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of  50-vara  lots,  on  the  water  front,  July  27th,  1847,  the  sale 
being  continued  for  three  days,  that  on  the  first  "  day  some 
thirty  to  forty  lots  were  sold,  at  prices  varying  from  $50  to 
$600,"  no  one  of  which  could  now  be  purchased  for  less  than 
$150,000.  It  was  also  stated,  at  the  same  time,  that  "  with 
proper  care  and  attention,  our  favorite  town  will  soon  reach  a 
degree  of  importance  and  influence,  as  to  rival,  if  not  eclipse, 
any  other  position  on  the  coast." 

THE  HOSPITAL. 

But  little  change  has  occurred  in  Hospital  affairs  during  the 
year  closed.  The  appropriation  of  $125,000  for  erection  of  a 
new  building,  remains  mostly  unimpaired.  To  provide  ne- 
cessary accommodations  for  the  increased  number  of  patients, 
a  building  adjacent  to  the  present  hospital  has  been  leased 
for  one  year  at  $50  per  month,  having  a  capacity  suffi- 
cient to  provide  for  100  persons,  thus  materially  relieving 
the  over  crowded  wards  of  the  main  building.  In  addition  to 
which  an  appropriation  of  $4,000,  has  been  made  for  the  erec- 
tion of  such  other  temporary  buildings  as  may  be  needed.

STREET  GRADES. 

The  final  Report  of  the  Board  of  City  Engineers,  constituted 
by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  May  8th,  1862,  and  reconstituted  in 
1864,  for  special  purposes,  is  presented  on  pages  215  to  219. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Engineers,  a 
Special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  appointed 
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on  the  24th  of  October,  consisting  of  Supervisors  Ashbury, 
Torrey  and  ^cCoppin,  to  confer  with  them  in  relation  to  the 
passage  of  an  order  to  establish  the  lines  of  streets,  as  near  as 
possible  to  their  preseat  conformation  :  no  report  of  the  action 
of  the  Committee  has  yet  been  made. 

In  pursuance  of  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 
the  entire  grades  of  the  streets  in  the  Western  Addition,  and 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  Mission  Survey,  have  been  established 
during  the  past  year  ;  other  recommendations  remain  for  future 
action. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Following  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  and  its  extension 
westward  and  southward,  the  work  of  opening  and  repairing 
streets  has  correspondingly  increased  during  the  last  six  years, 
and  within  the  last  four  months  a  greater  amount  has  been  done 
than  in  a  similar  period  at  any  previous  time.

For  the  character  of  work  performed,  see  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Streets,  pages  300  to  324.  The  establishment  of 
grades  west  of  Larkin  and  Ninth  street  will  lead,  at  an  early  day, 
to  a  vast  amount  of  work  in  the  opening  and  building  of  streets 
in  that  portion  of  the  city,  while  the  settlement  of  title  to 
City  Slip  Lots  has  already  had  the  effect  of  producing  a  marked 
improvement  on  the  water  front. 
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THE  PUEBLO  SUIT. 

After  more  than  twelve  years  of  litigation,  (the  original  pe- 
tition having  been  filed  before  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  to 
settle  land  claims,  on  the  second  day  of  July,  1852,)  the  impor- 
tant claim  of  the  city  to  four  square  leagues  of  land,  was 
decided  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  and  a  final  decree 
entered  by  Judge  Field,  on  the  2d  of  November,  1864,  to  wit : 

11  The  City  of  San  Francisco,  vs.  The  United  States : 
In  this  case,  after  hearing  the  proofs,  and  allegations  and  the 
arguments  of  Counsel,  it  is  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed,  that 
the  claim  of  the  petitioner  is  valid  for  four  square  leagues  of 
land,  and  that  the  same  be  confirmed  to  that  extent,  as  herein- 
after stated. 

The  land  of  which  confirmation  is  made,  is  a  tract  situated 
within  the  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  embracing  so  much 
of  the  extreme  upper  portion  of  the  Peninsula  on  which  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  is  situated  as  will  contain  an  area  of  four 
square  leagues,  as  described  in  the  petition.  From  this  con- 
firmation are  excepted  such  parcels  of  land  as  have  been  here- 
tofore reserved  for  public  uses  by  the  United  States,  and  also 
such  parcels  of  land  as  have  been,  by  grant  from  lawful 
authority,  vested  in  private  proprietorship,  and  finally  confirmed 
to  claimants  under  the  same  by  the  respective  tribunals  of  the 
United  States.  All  of  which  excepted  lands  are  to  be  included 
in  the  area  of  the  four  leagues  when  computed,  and  excluded 
from  the  tract  hereby  confirmed  as  finally  surveyed,  either  by 
fixed  boundaries  or  other  precise  description.  This  confirmation 
is  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  lot  holders  under  grants  from 
the  pueblo,  town  or  city  of  San  Francisco,  or  from  other  lawful 
authority  in  that  behalf,  and  as  to  any  residue  for  the  uses  and 
benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City." 

The  decree  as  above  has  been  appealed  from  on  behalf  of  the 
United  States,  but  through  the  efforts  of  City  Counsel  an  early 
confirmative  decision  is  expected  from  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court.

THE  WHARVES. 

Under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  April  24th,  1863,  the 
BOARD  OF  STATE  HAKBOK  COMMISSIONERS,  was  organized  on 
the  4th  of  November  of  that  year,  and  was  composed  of  Messrs. 

C.  L.  Taylor,  chosen  by  electors  of  the  State, 

D.  C.  McRuer,  chosen  by  electors  of  San  Francisco, 
S.  S.  Tilton,  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  and 

E.  C.  Stearns,  Secretary,  appointed  by  the  Board. 

The  entire  water  front,  with  the  exception  of  Broadway, 
Pacific  and  Market  street  wharves,  and  a  portion  lying  be- 
tween Pacific,  and  Jackson,  and  Clay,  and  Market  streets,  held 
by  parties  under  leases  from  Commissioners  of  the  Funded 
Debt,  the  validity  of  which  is  a  question  now  before  the  Courts 
for  decision — is  under  the  control  of  the  Board  ;  since  the 
organization  of  which,  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  upon 
various  wharves,  and  others  are  now  in  progress. 

The  following  Abstract  from  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the 
Commissioners,  (furnished  by  the  Secretary),  presents  a  full  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Board,  from  Novem- 
ber lili,  1S63,  to  November  4th,  1864.

On  the  12th  of  November,  1863,  notices  were  served  on  the 
various  companies,  and  individuals  in  possession  of  the  several 
wharves  and  portions  of  the  Water  Front,  requiring  them  to 
show  by  what  title  they  held  such  possession  and  demanding 
the  immediate  surrender  of  the  same.  The  wharves  now  under 
the  control  of  the  Commissioners  were  at  the  time  of  the  sur- 
render in  a  dilapidated  and  unsafe  condition,  requiring  immediate 
and  extensive  repairs. 

Vallejo  street  wharf  has  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner 
at  a  cost  of  $32,908  83.  Mission  street  wharf  has  been  improved 
by  building  an  extension  of  142  feet  in  length,  making  the 
entire  length  of  said  wharf  600  feet,  at  a  cost  of  H4,021  19; 
the  original  wharf  has  been  and  is  now  in  good  condition. 
North  Point,  Clay  street  and  Washington  street  wharves  have 
been  put  in  thorough  repairs.  Jackson  street  wharf,  access  to 
which  has  until  recently  been  cut  off  for  months,  is  now  to  be 
thoroughly  repaired  or  rebuilt,  and  will  soon  produce  a  con- 
siderable revenue. 

A  survey  and  map  of  the  Water  Front  has  been  made  in  con- 
formity with  the  law,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Surveyor.  In  the  coming  year  a  much  greater  income  is 
expected  from  the  wharves  held  by  the  Commissioners.
